= :s bur ſmall; the Walls are part 
|; - Brick, part Farth, wo Engliſh 
Mics 11 Circumfcrence; there 
arc 
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are ſeveral Pieces of Braſs Can- 
non mounted upon Carriages 
upon all the Points; four Gares, 
with two Draw-Bridges to each, 
and Bulwarks to plant Cannon 
upon ; there has been four 
Ravelins, and ſome Out-works, 
but we could ſee but one ſtand- 
ing, which by the Form we 
gucſs'd to be ſo, for tis out of 
repair, and ſo is the whole 
Wall, which, in a War with E7- 
gland, 1s put into a better Con- 
dition, with a good 'Gariſon, but 
they apprehend no Danger from 
the French ; the Land abour it 
produces good, Corn, but not 
much : The People here arc 
lefs Courteous than thoſe thar 
Iycinthe great Trading-Towns, 
( tho you arc not to expect 
great Civility from the Dutch, 
who pretend not to much breed-

wonderfully Couragious were 
the Inhabitants againſt the Spa- 
niards; now famous for the 
Fiſhery, and making of Nets to 
catch Fiſh, Three or four En- 
gliſh Miles further along the 
ſame River lies Pe/phs-howen, a 
ſmall Town, nothing bur Fiſher- 
men and Marriners live here : 
This Place, with ſmall Charge, 
nught be made 1mpregnable, 
(as may many others in thus 
Country) by reaſon of its ſitua- 
tion near fo much Water.

Rotterdam, a great, ſtrong, fine, guter- 
and very rich City, one of the 9 


molt celebrated Ports of Europe, 
the Second for Trade in this Pro- 
VINCE, 
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vince, lying very commodioufly 
upon the River Maeſe, has great 
Commerce with England, Scot- 
land, France, ( when in Peace ) 
and Ireland, and is much con- 
cern'd in great and ſmall Fiſhe- 
ry, a very flourthing Place : 


Here are divers Canals cur, 


which are ſo well contriv d and 
kept, that the greateſt Ships can 
enter , and there lie ſecurely ; 
and ſome Ships of two and three 
hundred Tuns arc brought up 
into the nuddle of the Town, 
where the Goods are dchlver'd 
at the Merchants Doors, which 
1s a very great convemiency. 
Eraſmus, the greateſt Reſtorer of 
Learning, was born in this City 
Anno Dom. 1467, he died in Fri- 
burg in Alſatia: Remarkable 
was the Gratitude of this People, 


who to preſerye lis Name and 
Mec+ 
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Memory, have at their Charge 
ſet up his Efhgies in Braſs, _ 
done, with a great Book 1n his 
Hand ( the Leaves of which he 
turns over as oft as he hears the 
Clock ſtrike, wh:ch forſooth 1s 
a Piece of Dutch Wit.) This 
Statue was ercctcd, as they told 
us,in 1564,and roughly handled 
by che Spaniards in 1572. tisnow 
rail d in with Iron. This City 25 
now wholly at the Devotion of 
the Prince of Orange, (now our 
King ) the Pcople being paſſio- 
nate and zealous Lovers of his 
Perſon and Intereſt, which they 
expreſs to the higheſt upon all 
Occaſions: Here chey brew 
good Beer, which 1s ſent to the 
Cuics and Villages all round a- 
bout ; they alſo ſerve the States 
Armies and Navies with it. Turf 


and Wood is their firing, the 
firſt 


S 


them well within, and without ; 
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firſt 1s cheap, the ſecond dear, 
and 1s burnt by the better ſort 
only. As we came near any of 
their Towns we diſtinguiſh d an 
odd fmell, which comes from the 
Turf, and 1s unpleaſant, and we 
bclicve unwholſom ; tis ſtronger 
than that of New-C aftle Coal in 
London. Theſe People are gc- 
ncrally more obliging to the 
En gliſh than 1n any other Place, 
_ is to be wholly attributed 
to their frequent Converſation, 
and Dealing with them. Here 
they build very great Ships of 
War, of a hundred Guns, and 
downward. We went on bord 
ſome of the biggeſt, and viewd 


they are not fo cleaycrly and 
neatly built as the Engliſh, nor 
ſo fit for Accomodation, but 
morc clumhie, but then very 

ſtrong, 
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trong, and fit for Service, plain 
Paint, and without any Guild- 
ing, and very littlc Carving, 
which is a ſuperfluous and un- 
neceſſary Expence ; and which 
the Engliſhand French were once 
very vain 1n, etho' tis now al- 
moſt worn out of Practice, cfpe- 
cially the Guilding, which may 
be proper for Yachts and Plea- 
ſure-Boats, but not for Men of 
War. We faw their Stadt- 
Houſe or Guild-Hall, which is a 
very good Building, and Saint 
Lawrence's Church, which is a 
great ONe, 1n1t a very large old 
Organ, the Dutch Presbyterians 
being not ſo nice and ſqueemith 
as the Frgliſh, who inveigh a- 
eainſt the Uſc of that Muſick 1n 
Churches: In this Church arc 
the Monuments of ſeveral great 
Sex Commanders. The Engliſh, 

Scotch, 
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Scotch, and French, have alſo 
cach a Church here. Here 1s 
an open Place for the Merchants 
to meet 1n, whuch they call gke 
Exchange, but no noble Piazza's 
to ſecure *em from the Weather, 
as at London. Weſtaid here ſe- 
veral Days, and ſometimes din'd 


at the Engliſh, ſometimes at the] 
Dutch, and French Houſes. Thef 


Ordinarics are the beſt and 
cheapeſt Places to cat at, for 
then you know your Expence, 


which otherwiſe 1s at the VVill 
and Pleaſure of your Landlord, 


who Arbitrarily 1mpoſes upon[ 


you; and this without redreſs, 
for if you complain to the Ma- 
giſtrate, he will give 1t againſt 
you, and you mult pay it ; they 
know you are led by Curioſity 
to paſs through, to yiew their 
Country, not to live in it, and 

You 
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| you muſt contribute to the Sup- 


port of it. The Dutch are 1ll 
Cooks, and verifie the Proverb, 
That God ſends Meat, and the De- 
vil the Dreſſer. They have abun- 
dance of Soupes and Slops, very 
inſipid, they roaſt and boil all 
to Rags, fo that you don't know 
what fort of Fleſh tis when it 
comes to the Table. The French 
crr a little on that ſide, bur then 
they make ſome amends with

their Sawces, which are tooth- 


ſome, rtho- hardly wholſome ; 


| that being the beſt Dice, which 
| 1s the ſimpleſt and moſt agrec- 


able to Nature ; fo that we all 
agreed in this, That the Eng/iſb 
way of Boiling, Roaſting, and 
Broiling, with preſerving the 
Gravy, (which is the beſt Sawcc) 
is the beſt in the World, 
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To DEEFT we went next, 
betwixt which Place and Rotter- 
dam 1s a great Magazine of Gun- 
Powder for the States Service, 
tis a well-built Brick Houſc with 
a Draw-Bridge, and a oat 
all round it, which is wiſely con-/ 
triv'd, that if it ſhould by any 
Accident (which Cunceines hap- 
pens) blow. up, it cannot doany 
other Damage ; for tis dan- 
gcrous to Jodge great Maga- 
zines ( as in the Tower of London ) 
near great and populous Cites. 
This very City of Delft was gric- 
vouſly ſhatter'd by the blowing 
up of the great Magazine of 
Powder kept there Anno 1654, 
which occaſion'd the - building 
the aforcſaid Houſe. 

Delft is a fair and populous 
City, very clean, well built, and 


very pleaſant ; well ſeated in a 
Plain 
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Plain of Meadows, which may 
be laid all round under Water, 
if they open their Sluces, when 
the Wind 1s Eaſt-North-Eaſt, 
At the Entrance of it ſtands a 
general Magazine of Warlike 


- Stores ( but no Powder) tor the 


Publick Service. This City was 
burnt to Aſhes Arno 53K but 
ſoon re-buile, and now 1n grea- 
ter Glory than ever. The Eaſt- 
India Company of this Place 
have here a very good Houſe 
and large Warc-Houſes ; as alſo 
an eighth part of the Great or 
General —axr this being the 
Third Town of Holland, having 
the Third Voice in the States, 
whither it ſends Depuries, as alſo 
© all the other Colleges. Here 
are very fine Buildings, and a- 
mongſt them the Town-Houſe, 
with theſ two Verſes on the 
Front. CG 2 Has 
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Hac domus odit, amat, punit, con-}\ 
ſervat, honorat, 
Nequitiam, Pacem, Crimina, Jura, 


Probos. 


Here is a ſpacious Market-Place 
berween this Houſe and the great 
Church, in which ſtands William 
the Firſt Prince of Orange (Great 
Grand-Father to his Sacred Ma- 
jcity King William) at full length, 
m Armor, in Copper Efhgie; at 
each corner of this Monument 
ſtands Zuſtice, Prudence, Tempe- 
rance, and Valour, all in Copper, 
and very large; and beſides thus, 
the Prince lics at length in Mar- 
ble, with a Dog ( having had 
iis Life once ſav'd by a Dog ) 
at his Feet, all under Marble Py- 
ramids : Tis the moſt Magnih- 
cent Tomb in all the Seventeer

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Here that Prince

| kept his Court, and here was thac 


brave Prince aflaſſinated in the 
51ſt Year of his Age, being ſhot 
by a Piſtol with three Bullets, as 
he roſe from the Table, by one 
Balthazar Gerrard, a Burgundian, 
ſo that he died without having 
time to ſay any more than, Lord 
have Mercy on my Soul and this 


poor People. The Murdcrer pre- 


tended to be a Proteftant. and Son 
of one who had ſuffer'd for his 
Religion 3 by which he infinua- 
tcd himſelf into the Prince s Fa- 
vour? who cmploy d and 1n- 
truſted him in Buſineſs of Im- 
portance : The Villain never of- 
ter'd to get off, but was taken 
and pinch'd to death with hot 
Irons, his Fleſh being firſt flaſh d 
with a Knife, and ſo Piece by 
Piece torn off with hot Pincers;

In the tother ' Church 1s a 
Monument of Admural 7ramp's, 
inrichd with Miniature, and a 
fine Inſcription : 'Tis a ſtately 
one, with the Arms of his Fami- 
ly hanging in Frames over it : 
"Twas erected at the States 
Charge, in acknowledgment, 
for the gogd Service he did his 
Country. 
In the ſame Church is Myn 


Heer Pithin's Tomb, a very 


handſome one: He was a Dutch 
Admiral, and took the Plate- 
Fleet from the Spaniards. The 
Churches here, and in all the 
Seven United-Provinces, arc gc- 


nerally bigger than ours in En- 


gland, but fewer in Number.

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Here 1s a large and neat 


| 
| Market, or Fleſh-Hall ( as they 


call it) for all ſorts of Butchers 
Meat, which they have very 
good, and in great plenty, and 
not dear truly ; which I the ra- 
ther mention, becauſe they who 
have not travel d, upbraid the 
Dutch with living upon Onlons, 
Roots, Herb, Milk, and pickled 
Herrings, and ſay. they have no 
Fleſh, and rarely cat any; 'ris 
true, they aac ſparing, and I bc- 
lieve 'tis the better for their 
Health; for the devouring a- 
bundance of Fleſh muſt needs 
fill our Bodies with many hot 
and groſs Humours, and con» 
ſequently impair our Health. 
They have alſo a good Fiſh- 
Market here, and another of 
Fruits, Roots, and Herbs. 
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The People in this City are 
rich, trade much to Sca, and 
make much Porcelain, or fine 
Farthcn Wares, to a great Per- 
tection, tho' far ſhort of China, 
which they pretend to reſemble, 
and brew good Bcer here ; but 
the Remark we made 1n gcncral 
of their Beer ( of which they 
nave many forts, as Rotterdam 
Beer, Dort, Engliſh Beer, white 
Beer, ſweet Beer, Breda Beer, 
Oc.) is, That tho they have an 
Arr of refining it, ſo that it looks 
( ſome of it ) very clear, yet it 
taites inſipid, and indeed 15 but 
weak, compar d to the Engliſh, 
having little or no reliſh of the 
Maul. 

From hence we went to the 
Hague, which 1s three Miles, or 
an Hour farther, a Village, as 
is generally call'd, but ho

beautiful one, the fineſt in the 
World,agreed by all Travellers : 
The very Italians themſelves 
confeſs it, who may juſtly boaſt 
of the beſt Buildings in the 
World, tho' there are ſome of 


that Nation that chuſe to live- 


here rather than at home, ſay- 


ing, this is the pleaſanteſt Place-. 


in the World ; tho we muſt own 
we arc not altogether of their 
Opinion. It 1s certainly the 
fineſt Village in Exrope, and 
much exceeding many Citics 1n 
Bigncſs, and Beauty. In this 
Place it was that the States by 
their Edit Anno 1586, abroga- 
ted the Authority of Philip the 
Second King of Spain, and held 
a Conference upon the Five Ar- 
ticles of the Remonſtrants, Ar. 
1610, which brought about the 
calling of the Synod of _ 
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fo fam'd in Story. The Princes of * 


Orange us'd to keep their Courts 
here, till the preſent Prince 
William aſcended the Engliſh 
Throne. The Earls of Holland 
had their Reſidence here, and 
founded the Prince's Houſe, 
which is a good old Brick-Build- 
ing, 'with a Court before it, for 
the Foot-Guards to draw up in, 
and lodge or ground their Arms 
in. Here the States General, the 
States Provincial, the Court of 
Holland,the High-Council Court 


of Brabrant, and the Council of 


State aſſemble; but that Cham- 
ber which deſerves moſt Notice, 
and a particular Deſcription, 1s 
where the States of Holland 
meet, which 1s indeed a very 
fine, ſpacious, lofty Room, with 
very finc Hangings round, 
which touch the very Cicling,

they be filent. The Seats of the 
Deputies of the ſeycral Cities 
are on Benches,or Forms ; cvery 
Seat has a Cuſhion of green 
Cloth, (with which the rap

Arms of that City or Town on 
it, for which they ſerve, or 
which they repreſent : At the 
upper-cnd of this noble Room, 
on cach fide of that Chimney, is 
2 diſtinct Place for the two Se- 
cretaries, on which lie great 
Books, to takes the Minutes. 

The United-Provinces are fo 
call'd, from cheir Umon at Y- 
trecht, Anno 1579, They are 


commonly (bur confuſedly and 


improperly ) all call'd Holland, 
that being the richeſt and moſt 
populous Province of them all, 
and indeed worth them all, and 
therefore for its Excellency it 
ſwallows up in its Name the 


tother ſix; and, indeed, it con- 


tributes to the charge of the 
War, and the ſupport of the 
State, and thc preſervation of 


_ their 
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their Lands from the Sea, by vaſt 


and expenſive Dykes, or Banks, ; 


far beyond what all the other 


do, put together ; of a Hundred| 


Livers, it pays Fifty nine and a 
half, which 1s very conſiderable; 
but then it 1s the great Trading 
Province. Theſe Provinces, 
which before own'd Subjection 
to the King of Spain, and were 
wonderfully Loyal to their 
Prince, Lovers of his Perſon, 
and Zealous for his Intereſt, till 
he fell in upon their Eſtabliſh- 
ments, their Religious and Ciy1l 
Rights, have fince been Indepen- 
dent of one another, or to ſpeak 
ſtrictly and more properly, are 
Seven Commonwealths, which 
alcogether now make but one, 
under the Name of, The States 
General of the United-Provinces 
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nity of this 'Republick reſiding 
in the States General, but the ab- 
ſolate Authority 1n and over 
all Things reſcrv'd, by reaſon of 
the Alliance, has remained in the 
States of each Province; and 
this 1s that which they call the 
Sovereignty. The Scal of this 
formidable Commonwealth is a 
Lion, holding a bundle of ſeven 
bound Arrows, alluding to as 
many confederated Provinces. 
There is no State in being, of 
ſo ſmall an exrent, which has ſo 
great a Number of Fortreſles, 
and which ſeems better detended 
by the Nature of the Places than 
this. It has the Sca, and ſeveral 
Rivers to ſecure 1t: The Rhine, 
the Maeſe, the Waal, and the I/- 
ſell. Of theſe ſeven United: Pro- 
vinces there are four towards 
the Weſt, Holland, Zealand, U- 

trecht, 
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trecht, and Guelderland; three 
towards the Eaft, Over-7/el, 
Friefland, and Groninghen. In 
their Aſſemblies, the Provinces 
thus give their Votes, Guelder- 
land firſt of all, then Holland, 
Zealand, Utrecht, Frieſland, Over- 
Yſel, laſt Groninghen. Each of 
'em ſends its -; nl co thus 
Place, (wiz. the Hague ) where 
are form'd three Colleges, or 
Afemblics of them; the States 
General, the Council of State, 
and the Chamber of : Accompts. 
In the Aſſemblics of the States 
General, all the Provinces above- 
mention'd muſt conſent, in ge- 
neral, and 1n particular, to the 
Reſolutions that are taken there- 
in, and do not follow the Plu- 
rality of Voices. Each Pro- 
vince may ſend thither one, two, 
three, four, or fiye Deputies, 


but 
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but all cheſc Deputics hav? to- 
gether but one Voice, and {ys 
right to preſide therein but 0: 
Week: Thar of Gue/cerland be: 
gins, becauſe it 1s tae molt an- 
cient, and its Plznipotcatiaries 
were the firſt who proros d the 
Union. This Proyince, Anno 
1674, ofler d the Son nh 1WNLY tO 
the Prince of 0; ange \ now King 
of ['ngland, } it DEF UC ume 
the French k ag me 8" Lent 
with mighty Arnics, Wile like 
a Torrent over-run ail, and 
made ſuch ſurpriſing Corgi its, 
that in a very ſhort time 7c 
reduced three Provinces, and 
beawcen filty and fixty conf1- 
derable Towns; but their Pro- 
grcls was {topt, and they repetlI'd 
by me Bravery and Con: duct of 
the Prince of Or ange, IK O NeW 
modo} d th: Stars Armi cs, and 
t {79 
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from raw, inexpert, and undi- 


Aſciplin'd Soldiers, and bad Ofi- 


cers, ( raisd by the Favour and 
Intereſt of the Burgo-Maſters 
and Principal Magiſtrates) made 
them very. formidable to their 
Enemies, and ſnatch'd the Law- 
rels from the greateſt Generals 
of the Age, at the Head of the 
beſt Troops, and recover'd part 
of thcir Lofles, and had the 
reſt relignd by the Peace Anno 
1678, 

The Admiralty. has five Sefli- 
ons, (and as many Magazanes,) 
which are thoſc of Rotterdam, 
Amſterdam, Enkuyſen, Midleburg, 
and Harlingen: The three firſt 
in Holland, the fourth in Zea- 
{and, and the fitth in Frieſland. 
The whole Carc and Manage- 
ment of theſe ſeveral Admiral- 
tucs 1s committed to Men of 

great 
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great Ability and Integrity,con- 
verſant i in Maritime Attairs, and 
of great Experience in Matters 
relating to thewr Office, v2. 
building of Ships, buying of 
Stores and Naval Provitions, 
equipping fingle Ships, Squa- 
drons,or Flects appointing Con- 
VOT'S, '&c. Theſ: Ofticers, as 
indced all others, throughout 
their whole Government, have 
but ſmall Penſions or Salarics, 
the States being very fparing of 
the Publick Momes ; but how- 
ever, the Servants an} Miniſters 
of this Commonwealth lve ac 
cordinely, chat 1 IS, are Pru: Paws 
and thritry in the Management 
of their privats Fortune, modeſt 
and plain in their Habit, with- 
out the Pomp of Coaches, or 
great Trains, or large Houſes, 
or coſtly teeding, or ligh drink- 
D-2 Ng. 
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ing, complying with the cuſtom 
of "their C -ountry.,, and content- 
ing themſclves u ith {imple Diet , 
no Fricaſſce's, Ragous, or Gril- 
liades, but a good Diſh of Cabil- 
liau, Cod-Fiſh, of which the 
Datch 11 gencral arc great Ad- 
mirers. There ſeems to be a 
natural and habitual Probity 
amongſt the Officers of this 
State. 

Here are ſome Remains of 
their anc:ent Nobility , fome 
Branches of the Bredrecdes, the 
Faſſenaers, and the Egmonts ; 
this Nobility has ever voted 
there the firſt, tho' { as I ſaid 
before ) 1t has but one Voiceto- 
gether, Whereas the Eighteen 
(Cites of the ſame Provinces, 
have there each one, with the 
Sovereignty bound by Allr 
Ace, 
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Moſt of the Towns in this 
Province are beautiful and plea- 
fant, having been built in the 
laſt Age. 

Fronting the Prince's Houſe 
ſtands a great Hall, reſembling 


(tho' not fo big as ) Weſtminſter- 


Hall, full (like that ) of Book- 
ſellers, and Toy-Shops. Here 1s 
kept (1n a Chamber at the fur- 
ther end) the High Court of 


Juſtice, from which no Appeals 
| are granted, and to whuch all 


are made. The Civil or Roman 
Law 1s 1n practiſe all over theſe 
Countries. This Village has no 
Vote among the States, not be- 
cauſe 'tis a Village, for there are 
ſeyeral Cities have no Votes, bur 
becauſe they did not fend De- 
puties to Utrecht, when the Uni- 
on was upon the Anvil. 
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The Hague paies more Exciſe 
tor Wine and other Liquors, 
than Amſterdam, Rotterdam, and 
Dert, three great Cities, put ta- 
gether, as they told us; and it 
has the facc of Truth, tor here. 
is the great concourſe of Tra- 
vellers, Nobility, Gentry, Fo- 
reign Embaſſladors, Envoys, Re- 
ſidents, 0c. And now, (and for 
ſome Years paſt ) of the Congreſs, 
theſe are the Wine-Bibbers, for 
the common Dutch arc ſatisfied 
with a ſopic of Brandy-Wine, 
a Dram of that Liquor does 
their Buſineſs better, it keeps out 
the Cold and the Fogs, quick- 
ens them, and makes them fitter 
for Action; and, indeed, they 
{cem to have ſome occaſion for 
it, for they are naturally flow 
and heavy, bur then very dil- 
gent and conſtant, clſc 'twould 
hayc 
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have been impoſſible to have fi- 
niſh'd ſuch great Works as they 
to their Honour, and the Safety 
of their Country have happily 
atchievd. And indeed ſtrong 
and ſpirituous Liquors ſeem to 
me to be more neceflary tor. as 
well as natural to this Nation, 
conducing mightily to the con- 
ſervation of their Health, whuch 
mult needs be fluctuating,where 
the Air 1s fo toul : Their Coun- 
cry 1s a Bog, a Marſh, full of Va- 
pours and Fogs, which arc Ear- 
thy, and Sulphurcous, and fend 
forth unpleaſant and unwhol- 
ſom Scents; and theretorc their 
frequent Tippling ought not to 
be charg'd on chem as a Crime, 
cfp ecially by a Neighbour-Na- 
tion ( the Engliſb ) who have a 
better Country, and a better 
Air, and are in their own Na- 
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turcs more lively, brisk,and pert, 
having more Heat, more Fire 
within, are as Cholerick as the 
rothcr Flegmatick, drudge not 
like them , thercfore want not 
the like Supports, being lazy and 
ale People, chuſing rather 
({cme of 'er)) to ſtarve than 
work. Bulides, they Bumper 1t 
bur ſcidom, and at ſet, and np- 
on ſolemn Occaſions, and then 
torbear a good whule, or at leaſt 
{ome time, but my Country-men, 
to their ſhane, arc always Sot- 
ting and Drunkening , toiling 
at it, and valuing themfſclves up- 


 0n making one another Drunk; 


indecd, 'ris a noble Atchievement 


to Fuddle the whole Company : 


'Tis a glorious Conqueſt to leave 


'cm all flain upon the Floor, (as 


they call it, ) Now the bearing 
of much ſtrong Liquor 1s an 
ar- 
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argument of a thick Skull ra- 
ther than otherwiſe, which I find 
few very fond of, at leaſt none 
would have it if they could 
help 1t. 

In the Afternoon we hired a 
Coach, a very genteel one, and 
the Coach-Man in a good Habir, 
of grey, reſembling a Lavery, 
with a pair of handſom, fat, 
well-kept Horſes; we agreed 
with him to wait upon us the 
whole Afternoon, which he did, 
for about Eight Shillings Ster- 
ling ; and firſt carricd us to the 
Prince's Houſe 1n the Boſch or 
Wood, about two Miles from 
the Hagne ; tis a very pretty 


well-built (tho old) Box, (as 


we call ſmall Scats in England) 


with good Gardens, tho not 


now very well kept; at the En- 
trance of this Houſe Rand Four 
whole 
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whole Marble Efhigies of William 
the Firſt, Maurice his Brother, 
Henry, and William the Second, 
( the preſent King of Great ÞBri- 
tains Father, all Princes of 
Orange, very curiouſly done. 
Direaly forwards 1s a lofty, 
well-painted, well-guilt ,- well- 
floor d ſmall Hall, with a Gal- 
lery for Muſick all round the 
top of it, and three or four 
ſmall lodging Rooms below, 
and ſeyeral very good ones a- 
bove, one Cloſet of all truc-[r- 
dian Japan, made of Cabinets or 
Cheſts taken in pieces ; 'tis three 
Yards long, and one and a half 
broad. The Wall and Ciclings 
all round beautified with curi- 
ous Paintings, repreſenting the 
Actions of Frederick Henry, 
Prince of Orange. The Wood 
in which this little ro

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* | (fit only for Banqueting, or a 
, | Supper in the cool of a Sum-

, | fant, which was done at vaſt Ex- 
| | pence, being before all ſandy 
| Hills,) a little Village about two 
Miles 
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Miles from thence, fam'd in Sto- 
ry for the Embarkation of 
Charles the Second King of Er- 
gland, when he went to take Pof- 
eſlion of his Three Crowns, 
from winch he had bcen long 
kept by the Uſurper 0/iver Crom- 
well. "Tis a little Fiſher-Place ; 
we rid along the ſhoar two or 
three Hours, 1n yiew of the Oce- 
an or Main-Sca, where we ob- 
ſery'd ſome Wrecks on that 
Coaſt. 

Between Schevelin and the 
Hague 1s a Houſe of Myn Heer 
Bentink's, ( now Earl of Portland) 
it is but an ordinary old Picce 
of Building, tho' his Lordſhip 
has lately added ſome new Lodg- 
ings to it, but the Gardens are 
new and very extraordinary ; 
there is a very fine Orangerie, 
and a new well-built Room or 

Green- 
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Green-houſ: to preſerve them in 
Winter, and- in the nuddle and 
at each end a great Stove, 1n 
which great Fires are kept du- 
ring the extreme cold Weather. 
In the middle of the new Gar- 
den 1s a fine Oval Fountain. 
The Garden 1s made up like a 
| Half-Moon, full of fine Flower- 


Pots: .In the old Garden 1s a 
neat Aviary, and a ſmall Moat 
with Fowl in it, fine Walks 
and Figures, and a Summer- 
Houſe buile upon an Artificial 
| Rock. | 

| Amongſt the Principal Build- 
ings in the Hague, the Houſe 
builr by Prince Maurice claims 
the firit Rank, for us a ſtately 
One, of Modern Structure. 
Here Charles the Second, King 
of Great Britain, was lodged and 
treated by the States when his 
| Ma- 
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Majeſty came from Breda to em- 
bark for England, Anno 1660. 
The Dukes of Brandenburg, Saxo- 
7y, and others of the Illuftrious 
German Princes, when they come 
to the Hague on Viſit, or Buſt: 
neſs, are conducted hither, and 
remain here during their ſtay. 
In this Houſe are the Pictures 
of moſt of the European Kings, 
and a great many American Ra- 
rities. In the Years 1672 and 
1673, the Inhabitants were in 
great Pain leſt the French, who 
were then very near them.ſhou'd 
have made 'em a Vilic, becauſe 
there's no Fortifications, only a 
Ditch of Water : The Trees 
round about it were order d to 
be cut down, to impede the 
French in their march, who, like 
verv ciyil Gentlemen, came not 
to give them the leaſt Diſtur- 
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bance; young Trees are fince 
planted in the room of the old. 
The Confuſion then was ſuch, 
that they ſent ſeveral Waggons 
laden with Money, and the Pub- 
lick Accompts, to be ſecurd in 

the Stadt-Houſe of Amfterdam. 
And much about this time 
was the fatal and ſudden Trage- 
dy acted on the two unhappy 
Brothers, . Zohn and Cornelis de 
Wit , the one ſaid to be the grea- 
telt States-man in the World ; 
the other an Admiral, who had 
alſo ſerv'd 1n an eminent Poſt 
in the Civil Government. The 
Populace roſe and cut them both 
in Pieces, without ſuffering 
them to ſpeak one Word for 
themſelves ; they always oppos d 
the Intercſt of the Houſe of 0- 
range, which was the truc In- 
terelt of their State, to which 
they

they were believ'd to be Enc- 
mics : And thus fell Fohn de Wit, 
who was allow d by all to have 


after a long Adminiſtration of 
the great and principal Afﬀeairs 
of this Republick. 

Here arc a great many En-

but more Germans and French 
than any.

We hird a Coach to carry 
us to Honſlayerdjke, one of King 
Williams Houſes; in our way 
thither we patit chrougn Ryſwick, 
a little Village, with a good 
Church, a Milc from the Hague ; 
and a little farther anocher Vil 


lage, call'd Waninge, 2s allo 


the Scats of miny Country Gen- 
tcmen, pleaſan: 4; {iryated, with 
2 IONT 
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long Rows of Trees on cach 
ſide the Walk which leads to 
the Houſe. 

Honſlaerdyhe 1s about eight 
or nine Miles from the Hague, 
almoſt the ſame Diſtance as 
Hampton-Court from Lendon , 1t 
is a very neat Piece of Building, 
Founded by Herry Prince of 0- 
range, the King's Grand-Father, 
about fixty or ſeventy Years 
ago; tis a pretty Square, with 
a Baſs-Courr, and very hand- 
ſom Moat all round it: Ring 
William has lately added ſome 
new Lodgings to it. Here was 
always a Guard of Horſe and 
Foot Soldicrs without, and Sw7r- 
zers | within Doors, who are 
luſty ſwinging FEcilows, with 
black trizzing Har and great 
Whuskers, they wear flat Caps 
and Cloaks, and look big and 
hand- 


It 
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handſomly for a Guard, when 
the King was here. 
The. Gardens that belong to 
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this Houſe arc not extraordina- * 


ry, they are well made up and 
ncatly kept ; in the middle ſtands 
a Fountain , ezght Leaden gilt 
Statucs, and three or four Stone 
Images about it. Here are ma- 
ny and long Walks, adornd 
with Trees, which front the 
Houſe, and make it very plea- 
fant: Two ſmall Parks with 
low Pails, and ſhallow Ditches 
about them ; a few Decr ; we ob- 
ſery'd no difference between 
them and the Engliſh ; here are 
above ten or twelve Couple of 
Hounds, and a very large Avi- 

ary with great varicty of Birds. 
It was our fortune to con- 
verſe but ſeldom with the Dutch, 
tho* many of themſpeak prompt 
E 3 French, 
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French, however we engag d 11 
Diſcourſe with three or four 
Centlemen, Id by Curioſity to 
ice tn3 Houſe, who amongſt 
other things, told us, as tncir 
Obſervation , Thar we had 1n 
Envland ( where tiicy ſaid they 
had bcen } three forts of Ver- 
min; { we were glad to hear 
we had no more, ) but demand- 
ing what they were, they an- 
ſwerd, Parſons, Phyſicians, and 
Lawyers, who devcur all the good 
Things of this World , they told 
us, they kept their Minifters 1n 
duc Bounds, and upon the Le- 
yel, there were none rich, bur 
none poor, they had no Arch- 
biſhopricks, Biſhopricks, Deana- 
ries, Prebendaries , and fat Li- 
vings; the States paid their 
Partons their Sripend, uſually 
avout Onc hundred and fifty,

or two hunaurcd Pounds Sterling 
per Annum ;, they kept to their 
Texts, and never meddled with 
their Aﬀairs of State, or any Sc- 
cular Matters, but contented 
themſelves with Admoniſhing 
the People from their Pulpits to 
lead good Lives, which they 
themſelves were good Examples 
of ; no ſawcy Pricſts there, to 
thruſt their Noſes into, and in- 
termeddle with other Mens Bu- 
finefs; 1f any of their Preach- 
ers happen'd at any time to 
make any Sallies of Zcal, and 


touch the Srarzes never fo ten- 


derly, they had a Statt and 
a clean pair of Shooes ſent, and 
were told they muſt troop 
ot. 

Theſe Gentlemen aiſo gave 
us their Sentiments- Ot the £r- 
gliſh and Scorch Soldicrs, ther 

E 4. own'd 
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ownd they were both Braye ; 
that the Scors wou'd, and the 
Engliſh wou'd not work ; that 
the firſt cou'd fare hard, but not

muſt be well fed, good pow- 
der'd Beet and Pudding , and 
good Ale was his fare, and if 
he had that nothing cou'd 
wrong him. 

We went to the Place where 
they. caſt Cannon and Mor- 
tars; tis a handſome well-builc 
Houſe ; there were ſeyeral Picces 


nn the Mold, and a great many 


newly caſt; as alſo Mortars, all 
fit for the Field : thence to the 
Magazine, where they lay up 
their Cannon, Mortars, Oc. 
with the Harneſs and other Tac- 
kle belonging to Carriages and 
Waggons. 
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The Streets of the Hague are 
yery broad and clean, Houſes

Curran's are not fo large and 


beautiful as theirs, yet they are 


much pleafanter 1n their taſte, 
ſweeter, to be eat withuut Su- 
gar, and theirs not ; they have 
abundance of black Curran's 
( which we have nor, here and 
there only in a noble Man's 
Garden that 1s curious ) they 


have an -unpleaſant, Phylical| 


taſte,, 1nd therefore they put 
them into Brandy, as we do

ters, and a ſucceeding cold 
Spring, and wet Summer, which 
deftroys the Spawn, and hinders 
the growth and increaſe of Fiſh 
in general. Here are alſo Mar- 
kets of Cheeſe, Butter, Baskets, 
l Stockings, Silk, Thred, Lace, 
3 and a great many Baubles. 
1 Nor 1s the Fleſh-Market here 
to be paſt by, for there 1s choice 
of all forts of Butchers Mear, 
and yery good in the Kinds ;

their Veal 1s altogether as white, 
and rather larger chan ours ; 
the Mutton ſhort and tender, 
( feeding much upon Turneps) 1s 
ſweet,but not ſo much in eſteem 
( nor indeed ſo good ) as our 
Banſted and Tunbridge Mutton; 
their Beck good, but ſmall and 
thin , brought from Denmark, 
and not very fat, not {ſtalled as 
ours; in that they fall ſhort of 
us ; for 'tis agreed by all Tra- 
vellers, that the Englijh 1s the 
beſt Beef in the World, far ex- 
cceding all, even the Iriſh, who 
have good Land, and breed 
good Cartel ; but the difference 
appears in the ſalting more than 
the ſight, for no Bect endures 
that like ours, and that for the 
longeſt Voiages; however, to 
this Market at the Hague 1s the 
beſt in all theſe Provinces 

brought, 
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brought, becauſe 'twill yield the 
belt Price here. Theſe People 
are very neat and cleanly about 
their Fleſh, Butter, Cheeſe, and 
other Things; nay, the meaneſt 
among 'em have- not only good 
but clean Linnen. Here are two 
Butter-Markets, one Wholeſale, 
rother Retail, a - great deal in 
each ; the Datch are not calld 
Butter-Boxes in jeſt, for they eat 
abundance, and carry it in Pew- 
ter-Boxes, and keep 1t 1n ſuch 
on board their Ships , which 
might give occaſion to the En- 
gliſh to call them ſo; in return 
of which, they .nick-name the 
Engliſh Starts ; that 1s, Tails ; 
tho! as we told them, they had 
lieele reaſon, for we as'd to ſec 
theirs oftner than they ours, ha- 
ving oftner beat them in Sca- 
Engagements than they us.

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To divert our ſclves we went 
to ſee their Spin-Houſes, or 
Bridewell, where old Women are 
confin'd for Drunkenncſs, and 
young ones for Whorcdom 
here's not an idle Body in this 
Place, ſome Spinning, others ma- 
king Lace, others Plain-work; 
they come to the Barrs and hold 
out a Plate to beg our Charity, 
and there entertain us with ſome 
Liquoriſh Diſcourſe. They are 
kept here for Weeks, Months, 
and Years; all according to the

to view. Here we were told a 
pleaſant Story, the Fact thus;

the Company, and was ſo Im-

| fome hopes of obtaining his de- 
| fire when they came afhoar, 
| which made him quiet and ca- 
| fie ; as ſoon as ever they landed, 
he arttack'd hcr afreſh by him- 
ſelf; the told him, that ſhe had 
| buſineſs to do for her Mother, 
| which would employ two or 
| three Hours of her time , bur 
| that ſhe would meet him exact- 
| ly at Four art ſach a Houſe, tel- 
| ling him the Maſter's Name,

 Alms-Houſe, given by a private 


Gentleman; 'tis a handſom well- 
builc Square, pretty Appart- 
ments, and Gardens to cach,with 
all manner of Conveniencies ; 


| here are Threeſtore Women, 


half Proteſtants, half Papiſts : 
The reaſon of this mixture 1s, 
The Founder, who was of the 
Reformd Religion , died before 
they were fimh'd, and left the 
Perfefting of the Work, and 
Management of the Revenues, 
to a Roman Catholick, who put 
in half of his own Religion. 
The old Buildings here are all 
of Brick; of which they have 
three ſorts, whitiſh, paliſh red, 


and deep red, better work up 


and burnt than ours. Their 
new Buildings are of Stone, 2nd 
Stone and Brick ; magnificent, 
noble, 
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noble, and great, lofty Cicling 
large Windows, very g0 
French Glaſs, but they have not 
Saſhes yer, being not ſo great 
Apes of Imitation as their Netghr 


bours the French and Engliſh.| 


One would think Marble grew 


here; chat is, that there were . 


great and yaſt Quarries of it 1n 
this Country, for rich and poor, 
old and new Houſes, have all 
thcir firſt Floors pav'd with 
black and white Marble; not 
courſe and ordinary, but very 
good of the Kind, with great 
Varicty 1n the manner of laying 
it : Nay, tho' Traly, whence it 
comes, be nearer France, yet the 
preſent French King bought moſt 
of his Marble, for the fam'd 
Building at Verſailles, at Amfter- 
dam. Much Gwlding, and Car- 
ving; the firit, upon Lcather, 

with 
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with which they hang many of 


their Rooms, both above and 


below Stairs, and cover Chairs, 
and alſo guild their Window- 
Shutters : ,Their Carving 1s in 


Stone at the Front of their 


Houſes. And ſo much for the 
Hague, where we ſtaid a great 
whale, and where we could h#rd- 
ly ever be tyr'd or cloy'd- with 
abiding. 

I have been the more Parti- 
cular 1n giving an Account of 
this Place, and of every Thing 
that 1s remarkable 1n it, becauſe 
tis ſo, very much talked of by 
all Travellers in general. I had 
like to have omitted a Houſe 
(belonging to the Illuſtrious 
Houſe of Naf/aw, built by Prince 
Frederick, Henry, King William's 
Grand-Father, ) call'd Ryſwick, 
not far from the Hagae, which

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we were ſo curious to take a

People, cover'd with a Tarpau- 
lin, (a Picce of Canvas dipt in 
Tar, or Ol, ) which in wet Wea- 
ther keeps out the Rain, and in 
hot. the Sun; which is to be 
thrown up, to lct in the Air when 
ney plcaſe; a ſingle Hor 

draws 
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draws this Veſſel, rid by a Boy, 
who has a long ſlender Rope 
faſten'd to his Geers, and runs, 
or rather trots along upon the 
Dykes or Banks, three Miles, or 
a League an Hour conſtantly, 
ſtays for no Body, but puts off 
every Hour, juſt as the Clock 


has done. ſtriking; the Fare 1s 


very reaſonable; this way of 
Travelling from Town to Town 
is very convenient, and tends 
mightily to the advancement of 
Commerce, and diſpatch of Bu- 


inefs, or Viſits. Whea you are 


upon theſe Canals on which 


theſe Boats float, you caſt your 


Eyes from the Water as from a 
Precipiece down to the Land, 
for fo much higher is the Wa- 
ter 1n theſe Countries than the 
Land, which chiefly conſiſts of 
Marſhes, full of Mills, of ſcve- 
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ral ſorts, the moſt that we cver 


ſaw fiving 1nour lives; the Pro- 
ſpect 1s pleaſant : The Darch are 


great Improvers of Land, and 


Planters of Trees, of Ornament 
as well as Profit. 

In our Way to Leyden we paſt 
Voorbroock, and Woorſconack, ewo 
ſmall Villages; and ſeveral 
Country-Houſes, belonging to 


Gentlemen, or rich Citizens, 


made pleaſant with Rows of

Halls for Publick Lectures, ſeve- 
ral Chambers, where they take 
their Degrees ; upon the Table 


of one of 'em we ſaw Ariftotle's |. 


Works, and ſome Civil Law- 
Books ; the Profeflor's, Cloſets 
are full of extraordinrry Curio- 
fities. The Students have no 
Colleges or Halls to lodge and 
dict 1n, ( as in Oxford and Cam- 
bridge,) but board in the Citt- 
zens Houſes; their Tutors are 
very careful of them, and dilt- 
gent in keeping them cloſe to 
their Exerciſes, both at Publick 
Lectures, and in their Private 
Examinations, for which they 
have appointed Hours , and at 
which they are very punctual: 
"Tis a celebrated Accademy, ha- 
ving continually in it about two

they receive their Maintenance 
from the Charity-ColleCtions of 
the Darch Muniſtcrs ; nor can any 
Students remain longer here 
than till they attain the Degree 
of Batchelors of Art. 

_ Here is a high very Tower, 
where they keep their Aftronomi- 


cal Inftruments,and whence they

Calculations of the Motions of 
the Celeſtial Bodies : This Place 
was built for the Uſe and Ser- 
vice of the Aſtronomers an Aftro- 
logers; of the firſt they have 
ſome pretty Eminent, tho' of the 
latter none, that we could hear 
of, that Learning is not in mvch 
eſteem with them; tho' if 1t 
were divided into proper Parts, | 
viz. into Mundane, or General | 
Afﬀrairs ' of the World; Gent 
tures, or Particular Nativities, 
with their Revolutions, Directt |. | 
ons, Protections, Tranſits, Gc. | 
Horary Queſtions with their So- | - 
lutions ; and, laſtly, into the 
Weather, with 1ts great yaricty 
and ſudden alterations : I fay, 
it chetc four Parts, or Diviſions, 
Were to be ſtudied, and im- | | 
proy d by as many ſeyeral Pro- | - 

tctlors, 
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fcflors, with a College, and En- 
dowment, for that very Purpoſe 
{ct apart, it might prove of valt 
benefit and advantage to Man- 
kind, there being many excel- 
lent Things -in Aſtrology, and 
vety great Truths to be found 
out by a due application. Bur 
Prieſtcraft 1s every where ſo pre- 
valent, that 'tis oppos'd by thoſe 
Gentlemen; who think their In- 


ecreſt would hereby be Ief- 
ſend. 


Here is an old Burgh, built 


., by the Romans, Or Saxons, for- 
'merly a Caſtle belonging to the 
Prince of Liege , ſome Years 
lince repair d, and madca good 
Fortification, of great Uſe and 
Scrvice againſt the Spaniards 11 
the renown d Defence the City 
of Leyden made againſt chem 
who belieg d it Arno 1544, OC 

Fr-9 ra- 
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rather Anz 1573, preſently af- 
ter Eaſter ; which by a Strata- 
gem was rais'd the third of 0fo- 
ber following, by the Prince of 
Orange, who letting looſe the 
Waters, which were before re- 
ſtrain'd by great Dykes, reliev'd 
the City, and ruin'd the Spaniſh 
Army, who by this means fſuf- 
fer d an entire Defeat ; but now 
this Burgh 1s conyerted into a 
Garden, with a very pretty La- 
byrinth in it, newly made up, 
and neatly kept: It belongs to 
a Tavern, and has 'drinking; Ar- 
bors 1n 1t ; we went up by a ye- 
ry ſteep aſcent of near a hun- 
dred Steps, whence we took a 
view of the Country round a- 
bour. 

The Engliſh have part of a 
Church here. 


Their 
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Their Stadthouſe is a good 
old Building, and ſtands in a 
handſome broad Street. 

This City 1s very Populous, 
abounding with Strangers, led 
by Curioſity to ſee this Place, 
and 1ts Rarities; as alſo by the 
. reſidence of many to tugy, ( as 
I faid before) having had the 
Fame of breeding up many ex- 
ccllent and learned Men in all 
Faculties. 

Here are alſo great Manufa- 
Etures of Woollen, and Linnen- 
Cloth,Perpetuana's, Saycs.Serges, 
Stuffs, and Camlets z of the firſt 
they ſend abundance to 7 zrkey, 
whence "they bring Mohair to 
make their Camlets; alſo they 
import fine Wool from Spain, 
and courſe from England and 
Poland: Abundance of Walloons 
live herc, as alſo of many other 
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Nations, concern'd in their 
Woollen and Linnen Trades. 
This City has under its Juriſ- 
diction ſcventy rwo Towns 1n 
the Country of Rhinelandt, and 
has very great Privileges, be- 
cauſe it appear d very. Coura- 
910Us againlt the Spaniards upon 
all Occaſions. Anno 1616 1t was 
burnt by Misfortunc, but ſoon 
re-built, more ſtately than ever ; 
tis a very pretty, neat, and plca- 
fant Place, fine Houſes, large 
and clean Streets, many Canals, 
adorn'd with Rows of Trees on 
cach ſide ; ſituated upon the 
RhM#e, che Centre of Holland. 
Here are ſeycral great Libraries, 
as indeed there are in many 
Towns in this Province, ſeveral 
belonging to private Men. Here 
was, Heinfius the famous Poet 
born ; and here lies buricd the 
09 þ great 
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great Scaliger in our Lady's 
Church, built Arno 1370, which 
now belongs to the French and 


Walloons. 
In this Place are famous Ma- 


\ ſters of the French, Italian, and 


Spaniſh Tongues,tor Arms, Dan- 
cing, Muſick, Mathemarticks, in 
the Whole, or Parts, and Aftro- 
logy. We went to St. Peter's 
Church, built Arno 1 1 21, indeed 
their Churches are generally 
good ones : The Walks round 
this City are pleaſant, and the 
Fortifications very agrecable to 
behold. A Native of this Town, 
was the Taylor, who, to his ru- 
inc, made himſelf King of the 


Anabaptiſts in Munſter. 
From hence we went by Wa- 


farther, a large and fine City in 


this Province ; 'tis ſeated near a 
H 4 Lake 
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Lake of that Name, a League off 
the Sea, and four from Leyder, 
with which 1t has. Communica- 
t10n by a Canal mage Anno 1656, 
There are near it delicate Mca- 
dows, a delizhtful Forreft, and 
a great number of fair and weal- 
thy Villages, which make it ve- 
ry pleaſant. Within it 1s beau- 
tified with fine Piazza's, a good 
(tho old) Town-Houſc, (the 
worſt in-all this Province ) and 
many other Publick | Edifices. 
Pope Paul the Fifth, at the Re- 
queſt of Philip the Second King 
of Spain, made 1t a Biſhop's Sce, 
ſuffragan to the Archbiſhop of 
Utrecht. Anno 1347 it was al- 
molt reduced to Aſhes, but ſoon 
after re-built much more ſtately 
than eyer. In the Year 1572 
the Inhabitants ſhoke off the 
Spaniſh Yoke and Religion pra 

ther, 
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ther, and embraced the Re. 
formed. They were beſieged 
not long after by Frederick To- 
ledo, the Duke of Alva's Son, and 
afrer a ſtout and bloody reſi- 
ſtance, for the ſpace of eight «» 
Months, were forced to ſurren- 
der themſelves at Diſcretion, 
whereby they became a Prey to 
| the Spaniard's Cruelty ; but this 
Town was ſince re-taken by the 
United States. Thus Place glo- 
ries inthe Invention of Printing, 
ſaid to be found out here firſt, 
Anno 1420, by one Lawrence 
Cofter, one of the Burghers, 
whoſe Stock of Letters was 
ſtollen away by a Servant of his, 
and carried into Germany, whi- 
ther he went himſelf, and reco- 
yerd them at Cologn, and foon 
after perfected his Invention at 
that Place, having in Haerlem 
only 
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only found out the way of 
printing on one fide of the 
Paper ; the firſt Book he eyer 
printed 1s kept in the Sradthouſe, 
for thoſe that are Curious to ſec 
it, and 1s Tully's Ofices. Germany 
would fain rob Haerlem of the 
Honour of this Uſeful Inventi- 
on ; and Mayence, a conſiderable 
and ancient City in the Circle 
of the Lower Rhine, puts in her 
Claim firſt : Printing was long 


before this in Uſe amongſt the | 


Chineſe. 

Here they brew good Beer, 
which is ſent to Frie/land by Sea, 
which puts 1t into a new fer- 
ment, and by that means makes 
it much better, and more pala- 
table; as our Hull Ale 1s when 
brought to London by Shipping. 
"Tis a neat, well-built, pleaſanc 
Place, having Rows of Trecs on 


cach | 
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each ſide of their Burgh-wall, or 
Canal, of which they have nor 
ſo many here azzn other Cirtes : 
Their Gates # removed, and 
cheir City enlarg'd, for their In- 
habitants encreaſe, and grow 
rich, being renowned for ma- 
king the fineſt Linnen Cloth, 
Tiffanics, Damask, and fAower'd 
Silks, Stuffs,\Ribands, and Tapes ; 
they have Mills by which they 
can weave forty or fifty Pieces 
: | ata time; they make the fineft 

Thred and Tapes for Lace in 
the whole World ; their Blea- 
cherics ſarpaſs all other what- 
ſoever ; their Water whutening 
Cloth better than any other in 
the Seventees Provinces ; they 
uſe Butter-Milk frequently to 
. | make their Linnen look fo deli- 
cately z they are very Skilful 
and Curious in Waſhing, for 


hither 
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hither 1s ſent from Amſterdam, 
Leyden, and all round about, the 
fine Linnen, and choice Laces to 
be walh'd, wh 
People of thoſe Places wear the 
whole Year about, but uſually 
have enough waſ'd ia the Sum- 
mer to laſt them all the Winter, 
having by them always a great 
Stock of wearing Linnen. The 
French Court, ſome Years ince, 
ſent for ſome of the chucf Laun- 
dreſſes, and were mightily pleas'd 


with their Skill and Neatneſs , 


rewarded them well, and ſent 
them back big bellicd. 

Here they have a moſt plea- 
ſant Grove, like a little Wood, 
divided into Walks, where on 
Sundays and Holy-days, the Ct- 


tizens of Amfterdam, and other

the principal 
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Here 1s one of the faireſt and 
largeſt Churches mn all theſe 
Provinces; in the Walls whereof 
remain to "this day Cannor Bul- 
lets ſticking, which were ſhot by 
the Spaniards" during the Sie 
ny before-mention'd ; 
this Church arc three Orgaiis; 
two old, one new, all kept very 
neatly ; as alſo the Madels of the

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After having ſeen all that was 
Rarc and Curious, and diyerted 
our fclves as long as we thought 
fit, to which End we ſpar d net- 
ther Money nor: 'I1me, we re- 
ſoly'd to leave this Place,” and 


advance. towards Amſterdam, 
which- we did, and fo for fix 


Stivers apiece we- took the Paſ- 
ſage Boat, and when we were 
come halt way, we ſtept our 
of that, to go into another, and 


then we ſaw a ſtately Houſe, 


where the Lords, call'd Dyk- 
graves, meet, and fit, to take 
Care of, and Repair the Sca and 
Land Dykes, or Banks ; each has 
his Appartment provided for 
him. Here are two very large 
Sluces, having Gates to let Wa- 
ter 1n or- out from the Haerlem 
meer. Near this Place, about the 
Year 1672, a part of the Sea- 


bank 
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bank was broken by a ſtrong 
North-Weſt Wind, overflowing 
all the Land betwixt Haerlem 
and Amſterdam, whuch coſt a vaſt 
and prodigious Summ to repalr. 
They ſunk in this Breach four 
hundred ſmall Veſſels, fill'd with 
Earth and Stones, for a Founda- 
tion to re-build the Wall upon, 
and by -unſpeakable Induſtry, 
and immenſe Charges, at laſt 
compleated the Work. - Here 
we met with a very pleaſant 
and remarkable Story, from an 
elderly Dutch Man, who enter- 
tain'd us with 1t, till we almoſt 
2ot to our Journey s end for 
that Night. "Twas thus; An 
eminent Farrier that liv'd near 
this Place, having an Apprentice 
that was fo very dull and ſty- 
pid, that he could not, after 
ſome. Years tcaching, do any 
manner 
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manner of Thing relating to his 
Profeffion ; the Mafter being 
uneaſfic, and unwilling to keep a 
Servant, that eat up his Bread, 
but did him no Service, one day 
brought him bcforc the Burgo- 
Maſters, or cliet Magiſtrates of 
Haerlem , and defir'd that he 
might be diſcharged from him, 
urging that he was ſo great a 
Blockhead , that he conld not 
make a Horfe-Shooe Nail, much 
leſs a Horſe-Shooe, or ſet 1t on 
either : The Magiſtrates ask'd 
the Fellow what he could fay 
for himſelf againſt what his Ma- 
ſter alledged ; he replied, That 
he was above that Trade ; upon 
which, his Maſter being ask'd 
by the Magiſtrates concerning 
the Youth's Birth and Parentage, 


declared, that he was a mere | 


Scoundxel, and that he took hutn 
IN 
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in pure Charity, his Father and 
Mother were Labouring Peo- 
ple, and but a Jittle better 
Gs Beggars : Then the Magr- 
ſtrates askK'd the Fellow what he 
meant ; he anſwer'd , That he 
could drain Haerlem-meer caller 
than make a Horſe-Shooe ; at 
which the Bargo-Maſters (think- 
ing 1t next to [mpoſlible) laught; 
however ', they diſcharg'd ' his 
Maſter, and took the Young(ter 
In private, and examin d ins 
cloſely, and finding he had a 
Mathematical Head, they cold 
him,they would advance a good 
Summ of Money, and fer him 
at work; which they did, and 
when he had compleated his 
Engines, he fixt them, and in a 
ſhore time recover'd a great 


deal of dry Land; the Fame of 


which brought great Numbers 
of 
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of People of all Qualities, and 
Profeſſions,to ſee this mighty En- 
gincer ; and being told the for- 
mer part of the Story , they 
were ſurpris'd : The Money be- 
ing expended, the Operator 
attended the Magiſtrates ,, and 
gave them an Account of 1t, 
and told them, he could not go 
on, except they would advance 
him more Money ; which they 
( being mere Mamonifts ) retusd 
to do ; upon which he cunning- 
Ivy drew off the Work-men, and 
10 the Night deſtroy'd the beſt 
Engine, (in which the great 
Secret lay, and which was made 
in Private by Iis Hand alone ) 
and puJF'd out fome Pins out of 
others, and in a very ſhort ſpace 
of Time laid the whole Land 
under Warer as 1t was before ; 
away he fied to Antwerp, getting 

| far 
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far enough out of the reach of 
his Employers, who now ( tho 
too late ) began to be ſenſible 
of their Stinginels, and would 
have given double the Summ to 
have had their Engineer again :; 
howeycr, to obtain ther End. 
having heard where he was { by 
a Letter - he ſent to a Fricnd at 
Haerlem,) they made freſh Ap- 
plication to him,and new Offers, 
which he lighted ; then they 
made ule of Stratagems and 
Slights to get him away private- 
ly and by force; which failing, 
they addreſs d the Governor ( a 
Spaniard, then in open War 
againſt the States ) to ſend lim 
back; who, calling him beforc 
him, examin'd the Lad abour the 
Aﬀair, and finding how baſcly 
the Magiſtrates had dealt with 
him., and what an ingenious

ſels of Burden chen upon 1t un- 
der ſail. 

About half an Hour paſt ſeven 
that Evening we arriv'd at 
AMSTERDAM, a vaſt, rich, 
populous, and beautiful City,

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the Metropolis of all the Low- 
Countries, 1n North Holland, in 
the Territory of Amſterdam 
once Imperial, now ſubject to the 
Sates-General of the United. 
Provinces : It ſtands on the River 
Amftel, by an excellent Haven, 
(tho' the Coaſts of Holland a- 
bound with Sands, which render 
their Harbors more difficulc 
and dangerous to enter, ) nigh 
the Zuider-Zee, 80 Miles North 
of Antwerp, 210 almoſt Eaſt of 
London, 259 almoſt North of 
Paris, 380 South-Weſt of Copen- 
hagen, and 560 almoſt Welt of 
Vienna. Longitude 24 deg. 00 
min. Latitude 52 deg. 29 min. 

This vaſt City was at firſt 
but a ſmall Caſtle, and call'd 
Amſtel, taking its Name from 
the River upon which 1t was 
built, and gave Title to the 
oy I 3 Lords 
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Lords the Founders. Soon after 


the Inhabitants encreasd, and 


apply'd themſelves ro Fiſhing, 
and were contented to hve in 
thatched Cottages; this Employ- 
ment begat a Trade amongſt 
their Nighbours , and mughti- 
Iy alles themſelves; ſo Tak 
the Happineſs and Commodioul- 
neſs of their Situation invited a 
greater Number of People to 
come thither, to reſide there; 
which, from a ſmall and can- 
remprdl Village, ſoon made it 
a very conſiderable Town. Anno 
1235 they had certain Immuni- 
ries granted them by Florentius 
the Fourth , after this they be- 
gan to build *'em Bridges and 
Towers ; the Inhabitants alfo 
buile new Houſes in the Neigh- 
bourhood.,and then the Forow 
began to take upon it the New 
0 
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of the City of Amſterdam, which

was then united to the Country 


of Holland, and having receiv'd 
new and greater Privileges,which 
were confirmd by ſuccecding 
Princes, they by their Trade and 
Induſtry became very Potent ; 
tho' as yet this City had no 
Walls but only a Palifado until 
Anno 1482.. It ſurrenderd to 
William of Naſfſaw, after a ted:- 
ous and obſtinate Siege. Thus 
in length of Time, 1s this incon- 


 ſiderable Place become the moſt 


celebrated Emporium of the Uni- 
verſe, vying with the greateſt 
Cities in the World, in the grear 
number of its Ships, and the con- 
Veniency it has of fitting them 
out; it now drives the greateſt 
part of the Commerce which 
was formerly carried on by 
thoſe ancient and renown d Ci- 
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ties, Antwerp, Sevil, and Lisbon : 
"Tis the Second City inthe Warld 
for Trade, and the Firſt, we are | 
of Opinion, for Wealth. "Tis 
not ſo large ( by much) as Pa- 
145, or London, tho' it has ſwell'd 
prodigiouſly of late Years in Big- 
neſs, Beauty, and Magmitude 
theſe noble Streets,call'd by them | 
Grafts or Canals, diſtinguiſh'd 
by the Names of Carſars, Lords, 
and Cingel, &c. are wondrous 
fine ; the Fronts great, and lotty ; 
good French Glals,tho' no Sales; 
the Rooms large, and ftatcly ; 
Pavements of fine Black and 
White Marble ; good Painting, 
but not much extraordinary 
Carving ; Silver d and guilt 
Leather of great variety, much 
in Vogue to hang their Cham- 
bers with; cvery Thing and 


Place very neat and ney kept, 


( ſome- 
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( ſometimes even to exceſs) and 
pretty well contrived, tho' (we 
ſpeak without partiality ) not ſo 
well as the new Houſes building 
in and about London. The latc 
Wars with England put a check 
to the Buildings 1n, and Enlarge- 
ments of this Place, but as ſoon 


as they were over, they went on, 


and even now, during this pre- 
ſent War, (the worſt they ever 


| were engagd in ) they are 


building 1n ſeveral Places, at the 


ends of the great Streets; but 


then the Houſes are but ſmall, 
and ordinary, compar to thoſe 
above-mention d , being only 
fit for the middling People, 
whereas the tother are for the 
wealthieſt Merchants, and grea- 
teſt Men among them. 

The firſt thing we took no- 


tice of in this mighty and vaſt 


City, 
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City, that was remarkable, was 
the manner of their laying their 
Foundations , on- which they 
build all their Houſes, both great 


and ſmall, private and publick, | 
which 1s thus ; Above fifty or 


ſixty luſty Fellows, with a pon- 
derous Engine of Braſs or Iron, 
force into the Ground a great 
many Maſts, -{ which occaſions 
a Saying among them, T hat their 
City ſtands upon Maſts, and lives 
by Maſts, meaning their Ship- 
ping, } upon which they build; 
the Earth 1s Boggy, Muddy at 
top, and a pretty way, but San- 
dy lower, and their Houſes arc 
firm, and ſecure, and ſtand as 
long as any other, tho' reckon'd 
better founded. This we faw 
in our way to the Stadthouſe or 
Guild-Hall,which is ſo renown'd 
all over the World, and which 

call'd 
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call'd for our Curioſity firſt;and 
with which we entertain'd and 
diverted our ſelves: a great 
while, as we hope we ſhall do 
the Reader, who ( if he never 
aw it) will paſſionately defire 


to go thither for the ſake of this 


noble Pile, and many other 
grcat Rarities, and Curioſities, 
no where elſe to be found. 

This Stadthoufe,or Guild-Hall, 
is a moſt noble and magnificent 
Pile of Building , all after the 
modern Talian Archutecture ; 
'tis the ſtatelieft Piece we ever 


-| aw, "tis the Wonder and Dif. 


courſe of all the World, the 
Pride of Amſterdam, and the 
Glory of the Seven Provinces : 
The Entrance 1s mean, and con- 
temptible, under ſeyen ſmall Pi- 
azza's, or Arches, which won- 
detully abate its Beauty , which 

we 
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we told the Dutch, and which 
they own'd, for there 1s nothing 
gives a great and noble Picce of 
Building more Advantage, than 
a large Portico, or Entrance, 
which makes the approach Mag- | 
nificent; and a large Cupolo to | 
diffuſe the Light; which laſt this | 
has, tho' in many places 'tis too || 
dark, which is a great defect | 
in Architecture; *tis all of Free- | | 
Stone of the Corinthian Order, 
beautified with Brafs-Statues , 
and Marble Carvings, done by 
the greateſt Maſters of the Age: 
It 1s 282 Feet wide, 232 Feet 
dcep, and 116 Feet high, beſides 
the Cupolo 50 Feet high, which 
1s a very handſom one, and a 
great Ornament ; 1n 1t 1s a-good 
ſctt of Bells, whuch ring not out 
like ours , but. are made to 


chime.

into the Ground ; the front 1s 
adorn'd with a fine Picce of Cars 
ving 1n Marble, $2 Feet long, 
and 18 Feet high, repreſenting 
this City in the Perfon' of-a Wo- 
man with Neptune, Lord high 
Admiral of the Seas, and two 
Sale-Water ' Goddefles, tns Mi- 
ſtreſſes, laden with the Fruits 
of the Earth, all on the Right- 
hand, bringing them as Preſents 
to this mighty Lady: ' And on 
her Left are two Naides, offer- 
ing her Lawrels and Palms ; and 
before her two Tritor's dance, 
and found their Horns. On 
the top ſtands a Statue of Braſs, 


repreſenting Peace ; and on cach 
{1de 
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ſide one ſhewing Providence and 
Faftice, each Figure twelve Feet 
in length. And: on the Back of 
this noble Pile is fuch another 
Piece of... Carying, . repreſenting 
the Trade and Greatneſs 'of the 
City. In the Centre fits a Wo- 
man: with the Hat and Wings 
of Mercury, with the Maſts and 
Sails, and other Rigging of a | 
Ship behind her, and all forts of 
Navigating Inſtruments around 
her ; at her Fect lic the two 
Rivers of Uk and Amſtel, the In- 
habitants of Exrope, Afra, Afri- 
ca, and: America, preſenting her 
their Products. Here are three 
Braſen Statues, - as large as thoſe | t 
in the Front before-mention'd; | n 
one 1s an Atlas, with a very | y 
large Copper Plate; on his right- | ( 
hand Temperance , and on: his | t 
left Zaſtice. On the four Cor- | v 
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ners of this Great Houſe ſtand 
four Brazen Eagles, but Guilt 
very neatly, ſupporting an Im- 
pcrial Crown. 

Upon our right-hand as we 
enter d this ſtately Fabrick, is 
their Hall of Juſtice, finely a- 
dorn'd with Carved Works in 
Marble, with Solomon on the 
fudgment-Seat , deciding the 
Controverſie between the ſham 
and real Mother of the Child , 
and ſeveral other ſuch Phanſies, 
too many to be particular 1n : 
In this Place 1s the famous Bank 
of the World kept, ſupported 
more by Credit than Caſh, tho' 
they want not. the laſt, yer are 
not Maſters of ſo muchas they 
vapour, of Millons of Tuns of 
Gold, cach Tun valud at ten 
thouſand Pounds Sterling, ( as 
we were inform'd by one who 

knew 
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knew the Secret;) but thus 
much may be ſaid for 1t, That 
it is a mighty Eftabliſhment, the 
Support as well as the Glory of 
their Statez they write off more 
Money here in one Day than at 
the Banks of Venice, Genoa, Pa- 
ris, or Hamburgh, all together in 
two, and' have more real Coin 
and Bullion than thoſe Three. 
They arc very jealous of "the 
new eftabliſh'd Bank in England, 
and oppoſe its Intereſts as much 
as they can, for it draws abun- 
dance of their Profits away from 
thence; they have viſibly de- 


clin'd, ſince that was ſet up, the | 


Great Intereſt , viz. Eight per 
Cent. the Engliſh give, encou- 
ragd the Foreigners to ſend 
Commiſſions for Subſcriptions; 
and it being a Parliamentary 
SCCUrity, they efteem it Sacrcd, 

Sound, 
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Sound, and Secure ; no People 
in the World pay fuch a Vene- 
ration to that SH Aflembly 
as theſe, for they arc in Pain 
when cyer there 15 the leaſt Con- 
vulſion in the Senate , Upon 
whoſe Conduct,the Good of the 
Kingdom, and almoſt all Ez- 
rope, eſpecially of the Reform'd 


| Religion, they know, fo much 


depends. 

The States and Magiſtrates of 
Amſterdam are the Security for 
this Bank ; the Integritv of the 
Commilioners- and ocher Ofi- 
cers, the Safcty of the Money 


here depoſited, the Promptnefs 


of the Payment. the Goodneſs 
of the Spccirs,, the Eatinets of 
Transferring 1t , the Repurat- 
on of the State, are the great 
Inducemcnts of the People of 
all Nations in Ezrope, as well 
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as their own, to lodge their Caſh 
here. 

In this Houſe is the City Pri- 
ſons for Debtors and Criminals. 
Here 1s the City Guard kept, by 
the Citizens only, where the 
Keys of the greateſt Gates are 
locked up every Night. 

Up a pair of good Stairs, tho 
not large, but darkiſh, 1s the 
Common-Hall for the Citizens 
to meet, tis 120 Feet long, 57 
broad, and y$ high. Here 1s 
che famous Moſaique or Braſs 
inlaid Globes, both Celeſtial and 


Terreſtial, in the Floor, wherein 
may be found all the known 


World, and all the Zodiacal 


Signs, Conſtellations, and Pla- 


nets in the Heavens ; the fixt 
Stars are moſt curioufly done, 


plain and very eatie to be found ; 


we often came hither 11 wet 
Wea- 
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Weather to divert our fclves 
with running over theſe Globes, 
each 22 Feet Diameter ; this is 
a noble Piece, At the End of 
this Hall the Judges ſit, in a par- 
ticular Chamber, to try all Ct 
vil Cauſes. Here are abundance 
of other Offices, or Chambers, 
as the Council-Chamber, where 
the Common-Council meet to 
make Laws,cle&t Burgo-Maſters, 


\'or Lord-MayorsSherifts Judges, 


Deputies to ſerve in the great 
Afemblies at the Hague. Here 
are Treaſury-Chambers, Cham- 
bers of Accompts, an Ofhice for 
the Commiſſioners for Bank- 
rupts, who meet not to deſtroy 
(as in England) but to preferve 
the Eftarcs of thoſe infortunate 
Men , who arc commuſerated 


; | by _ Laws, and Conftitutr- 


not ruin'd with their 
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Families for ever. Theſe Com- 
miſſjoners compound for the 
Debtors, and oblige their Cre- 
ditors to be ſatisfied with what 
can be done, and ſuffer them 
not to hurry them away to Pri- 
ſon, to he and rot, ( as ſome 
Barbarians let their Debtors in 


other places,) but receive part 


of thcir Debts, and remain con- 
rented till the Man be able to 
pay the reſt, who has a part of 
his Eſtate left to begin the 
World again, that 1s, to go to 
Trade again, who ofren by his 
Induſtry,and good Fortune, gets 
a great Eſtate, and paics every 
Body to a Farthing. Thus 1s 
Conduct, this 1s Management, 
tlus 1s Prudcnce to be praisd: 
Burt when will the Engliſh Na- 
tion be ſo: happy to imitate them 
in this? Truly, I tear, never. 
There 
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There need. be no Mint, White- 
ÞFriers, Savoy, or other Sanna- 
ries, if they were put 1n practice ; 
there need not, I ſay, be ſo ma- 
ny ftarving in all the Holes and 
Cornets of the Town, who are 
capable of employing their Time 
well, and getting of Money,and 
have as good Heads, and as able 
Bodies, and are as fit for all ſorts 
of Buſineſs, as any People i the 
World : The Engliſh are more 
Mercurial than the Dutch, but 
their National Conſtitutions are 
not ſo adapted for the Good of 
cach Individual. 

Here the chief Officers for Go- 
vernment of the Hoſpitals meet, 
and manage all Aftairs relating 
to them very prudently. Here 
are Chambers belonging to the 
Secretaries, and others, too ma- 
ny and too [long to deſcribe ; 
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- are eight great Ciſterns, always 
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with a proper Motto or Devize 
over cach ; as particularly that 
over the Chamber of the Com- 
mufſions of Bankrupts, 1s cut in 
Marble, Fortune flying away 
with Wings, Money - Cheſts 
tarn'd up-ſide down, Mice and 
Rats cating Bags, Pens, and Pa- 
per-Books. 

Here 1s a great Magizine of 
Arms kept for the City's Safety 
and Service, all neatly kept, and 


us they could arm, in four 
Hours time, twenty thouſand 
Men compleatly for Action 
At the top of this great Houſe 


kept full of Water, to be ready 


an all Occaſions, with Pipes of|- 


Leather to communicate them 
to all Parts of this Building, i 
any Firc ſhould happen _ 

the 
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the Chimneys we ſaw were all 
ſecurd by Copper within, to 
prevent even the Sut taking fire; 
and theſe great Precautions arc 
usd, not only becauſe of the 
vaſt Treaſure, and Accompts 
lodged here, but becauſe their 
old Stadthouſe, which was but 
an ordinary Piece to this, was 
by accident ſuddenly reduced 
to Aſhes. 

This 1s one of the moſt popu- 
lous and beautiful Cities 1n the 
World ; their Buildings are no- 
ble, large, and magggficent ; 


their Streets broad, (no croud- 
ing there for the Wall, as at Lon- 


don, ) clean, ( even to the wea- 
ring of Slippers in Winter, ) 


and neatly paved with French 


Peble, in Sand, which drinks up, 
and laid high, which throws oft 
the Water into their Canals, 
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which are very large, and nu- 
merous here, cleans d by the 
daily cbbing and flowing of the 
Tide, and deep enough to bear 
Lighters of Burden, which un- 
lade their Ships, and bring up 
the Merchandiſe to their very 
Doors ; between their Houſes 
are moſt pleaſant Rows'of Trees, 
and Lamps between them, and 
very thick, ( one to two Dyel- 
ea) which in Night give a 
delightful Proſpe&t , and "Hiith 
late, to anſwer the Ends of Buſi- 
neſs, & Converſation : Theſe, 
as well as the Trees, are pre- 
ſery'd with great Care; and he's 
a hardy Fellow that dares break 
the Glaſs of one, or the Boughs 
of t other, and 1s ſurc of lcveke 
Puniſhment, which they never 
fail to admiſter ; and, to terrific 
the Youth, and the Mob, oy

have in ſeveral Places ſet up on 
a Board painted neatly ; The Ex- 
ecutioner whipping ſome, and cut- 
ting off the Hands of. others for 
thoſe Crimes; which, by this 
means, are rarely heard of. 

Here is neither Court, nor 
Univerſity , yet wonderfully a- 
bounds with People, of moſt 
Nations ; a great many Travel- 
lers always, paſſing and re-pal- 
ſing ; 'tis a nughty Thorow- 
fair. 

We walk'd round the Walls 
of this City, which arc ftrong 
with Baſtions, of modern Forti- 
fication of Earth, faced with 
Brick, built Anno 1660, forty 
or fifty Whole and Halt-Can- 
non mounted on Carriages; the 
Points flank one another , with 
a very large deep Ditch or Ca- 
nal round three parts of it; the 
fourth 
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fourth being ſecur'd by an Arm 
of the Sea, ſeven ſtrong beauti- 
ful Gates, ' and ſeyeral Guard- 
Houſes, ſixteen hundred Soldi- 
crs in conſtant pay, cloathed 
and maintaind by the City, 
whoſe Livery they wear, which 
is Grey Cloth lined, and faced 
with Green ; four hundred do 
Duty every Night. "Tis rare 
to hear of any Diſorders com- 
mitted here in the Nitht-cime, 
notwithſtanding the great num- 
ber and' variety of. Inhabitants 
and Strangers, and their conti- 
nual Fiddling, all Night long, 
and Gaming, which they do ve- 
ry much here; no Quarrels, no 
Heads broke, no Watch-Men 
fcour'd, or Afailants knock'd 
down; no Swords drawn , no 
ſending to the Coxnter, to lodge 
there all Night; no breaking 
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of Windows, pulling down of 
Signs, and Barber's Poles, (man- 
ly. Acts indeed! ) no, not the 
leaft Miſchief done - ( at leaft 
ſeldom ;) if Drunk, they recl 
m"o_ homc,and haſten to Bed 
o f{kep it away; Robberies 
Nocturnal arc rare,the Chpper- 
Men ( as they call chem ) go a- 
bout every half Hour, and eo 
2 Noiſe with their Rattles, and 
tcll the Time of the Night, and 
trouble no Body with 2 "Whither 
go ye? or, a Come before the Con- 

Rable, and be ask'd ewenty filly 
impertinent Queftions. ladeed 
the Houfcs here are made very 
ſtrong, abundance of Iron-work 
for Ornament and Safety, Shut- 
ters within and without , ve- 
ry thick, and with ſtrong Bolts, 
all neatly painted, to the very 
Garrets , #7 Green, Red and 
Whute, 
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White, which look very pret- | 
ty. 

We went into the new great 
Church, built by the Reform'd ; 
here is the biggeſt Organ we ever 
ſaw, and plates ſo very fine, that 
you would almoſt ſwear there 
were human Voices; nor did 
we eycr ſee fuch a Pulpit ; in the 
World as there 1s in another 
great Church , ibuilt broad- at 
the lower part, and ſoup like a 
Pyramid, al | very curioutly car- 
ved ; then the Brals Skreen' of 
mig hty Bars, and de Rutter's 
(heir ron} 'd Admirals) Mo- 
nument , ere&ed at the States 
Charge, which coſt two. thou- 
ſand Pounds Sterling ; never 
was the Life of fo great a Man 
ſo tamely and weakly thrown 
away, for he was ſent to aflift 
the Spaniards againſt the French,

_ Here 1s alſo one High-Dutch 
Church, or German ; theſe are all 
allow'd the Uſe of Bells, and 
cheir Miniſters are paid by the 
Magiſtrates , as are their own, 
about 200 Pounds Sterling per 
Annum ; forne more, ſome leſs, 
beſides Preſents of Spices, and 
other Things, they receive once 
a Year, viz. at Chriſtmas. 

The Roman Catholicks are vye- 
ry numerous here, as alſo in the 
Towns and Villages in this and 
other Provinces; they have in 
this City alone fourſcore and 
hve Chapels or Maſs-Rooms, 


have no Bells allow'd 'em, arc 


oblig'd to haye their Doors al- 
ways open, and are tolerated, as 
all others arc here; they have a 
large Square of Houſes for their 


Religtous to live, but not to be 


cloiſter'd up in, who have a 
8 Lt- 
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Liberty to go, or ſtay at Plea- 
ſurc; and to live 'fingly, or to 
be married , which: they like 
beſt. 

Great Numbers of Lutherans 
Arc here, and have a very fine 
Church ; and Zews in abundance, 
who have many Streets here, 
and two Synagogues ; one a VE- 
ry fine one, and the largeſt in 
Europe ( if notin the World ) 
being much Superior to thoſe 
we our ſelves ſaw in many 0- 
ther Parts, where the Zews arc 
moiſt numerous ; in the Yards 
they have large Schools to edu- 
cate their Children, and inſtruct 
them in the Principles of their 
Rel:g1on, and to learn the Ho- 
ly Language , as the Hebrew 1s 
call d. 

Here are Armenians, Brownifls, 
or Encliſh Independents, Anabap- 


m/s, 
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tiſts;and Cunkers, but not very 
many of the' laft : We were at 
all their Conventicles, and heard 
'em mouth out their Noiſe and 
Nonfenſe , much againſt our 
Humour , | but when we were

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vernment, but they may go in- 
to their Military, by Sea, or by 
Land, and be knock'd on the 
Head, if they pleaſe. 

Here are three great Sluces, 
and Bridges almoſt without 
number, which were formerly 
of Wood, but are now of good 
Stone, with very ſtrong, and 
neat Iron-work, not only of 
great Conyeniency for Commu. 
nication betwixt Street - and 
Street, but alſo of great Beau- 
ty and Ornament. They are 
apt in Lazineſs ( which 1s not 
common ) to throw their Filth 
into their Burghals, or Canals, 
which cauſes ill Scents and 
Fumes , and which 1s a naſty 
thing, -but 'tis prohibited ,, and 
puniſh'd when diſcover'd. _ 

Amſterdam is the World's 
Ware-Houlſc, for here are vaſt

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Magazines of-all forts of Mer- 


chandiſe; | hither are brought 
Goods from all Parts of the diſ- 
cover d Globe, and here they are 
laid up for a Market, and when 
cver they arc 1n demand, hence 
they are ſent forth : Here 1s the 
great and general Store-Houſe 
for Corn, of which, tho' they 
have bur little grows in their 
own Country , yet they ſerve 
their Neighbours with 1t, and 
are great Dealers, ſome of their 
Merchants trading only in this 
Commodity are ſaid to be worth 
above a hundred thouſand 
Pounds Sterling ; they ſupply 
the Armies when 1n Campaign, 
and make great Advantage 
thereby, as alſo by the Exchange 
of Monjes ; Here are alfo al- 
ways vaſt Storcs of Proviſions 
of War, for the Sea and Land

Here they build Ships of War 
upon occaſion, having abundance 
of Hands, and can run em.up 
preſently : Here we ſaw ſome 
few Beggars, and except ſome 
Foreigners ( moſt French ) at 
Amſterdam, we met with no Beg- 
gars in all our Travels in theſe 
Provinces : The Natives chuſe 
to be Out-lers, rather than come 
to Amſterdam, where they ſhall 
have Bread, but they muſt work 
for it. In our return we took 


notice of the vaſt number of 


their Shipping, their Green/and 
Fleet makes a great ſhow, being 
about fix or ſeven hundred Sail, 
which breeds abundance of Sea- 
men, and employs abundance 
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of Shipping . but is not yery 
ers. to the Adventurer, for 
they often make bad Voiages, 
killing but a few Whales; the 
very Ships ſtinks of their Oil, ſo 
weeafily found them out,» When 
we came aſhoar, we walk'd along

Here are alſo proper Houſes 
to receive, detain, and chaſtiſc 
Extravagants, Deboſhces, and re- 
probate, wicked, and lewd Chil- 
dren; of which having ſpoken 
pretty Jargely in the Account of 
the Jague, we ſhall fav no more 
here, but refer our Reader thi- 
ther for fn]l Satisfaction. 

All theſe Charity Houſes, as 
alſo thoſe of Correction aid Re- 


formation, are neat and ſpruce, 
N--2 {Ur- 
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farniſh'd with Pictures ( which 
arc ſo common in this Country, 
that Butchers, Coblers, and the 
meaneſt People, have a great ma- 
ny, and of the ſort pretty good) 
and well ſct out. 

In ſome of theſe Alms-Houſes 
there arc fourteen or fifteen 
hundred, 1n others e1ght or nine 
hundred, and in the reſt four or 
hve hundred Boys and Girls : 
Here alſo may any Body, Man 
or Woman, Native or Stranger,

Charity of this renown'd City

We took a walk in the After- 
noon out of the City-Gates, to 
obſerve the Situation and the 
Country round about.

Markets or Halls, being in hand- 
ſome Houſes, great ſtore of 
Fleſh in both, and very good, in- 
differently cheap, and would be 
very reaſonable but for the great 
and laſting Exciſe ; the Butchers 
and their Wives are neatly dref- 
ſed, and cleanlier than ours : 
Here 1s alſo a Sawcidge, Hogs- 
face and Tripe-Market ; they fcll 
in their Cheeſemongers Shops 
Bologna Sawcidges, and dried 
Salmon, both which they dreſs 
well, boiling in part, then fry- 
ing the firſt, and cating it with 
Spinage, over which they ſcrape

We hired a Yacht again, and

.; It is now a modern Regular 
Fortification, and made prodig1- 
ouſly ſtrong, capable of recci- 
ving a Garifon of cight or ten 
thouſand Men; it was begun 
Anno 1677, and perfected fince 
the beginning of this War ; it 
colt above three ( or rather fix ) 
hundred thouſand Pounds Ster- 
ling. Here are fix Bulwarks, four 
Ravclins, two Halt- Moons, two 
Gares, and double Ditches, deep, 
with ftrong Counterſcarps. 
The Town 1s but ſmall and 
ordinary ; but thus 1s the Frontier 
and principal Security of the 
whole Province , which 1s not 
the richeſt only of the Seven, 


but 
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but of the Scventeen. In the 
Year 1672 the French with Eaſe 
and by Treachery took it; but 
the Prince of Orange ( now King 
of England ) re-took it in cight 
Days cime, tnerc being then no 


Fortification, but what the French 


had thrown up while they poſ- 
ſeſs'd it, The States depending - 
upon their Armies 1n the Field, 
took the leſs Care of this Place, 
now they have made it yery for- 
mudable. 

Here is a ſmall Woollen Ma- 
nufacture; good Beer bred, 


fine, and bur little 1nferior to 


the Engliſh in pleaſantneſs of 
taſte. 

We rid round about the Coun- 
try, whichis Downy, almoſt like 
Epſom, the Air pretty wholſom, 
and pleaſant: We werc at a 
Country-Houſe of the late Ad- 

() nh 
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miral Trump's, a pretty Box, fine 
Gardens, Walks, and Rows of 
Trees, with a good Moat about 
it. We paſt by another of his 
Houſes, which the French burnt | 
in the former War, Anno 1673 
or 1674, much bigger than t o- 
ther. 

In our return we paſt through 
Weſep, a ſmall and inconſiderable 
City , where they brew good 
Beer. 

The Weather being pleaſant 
we made another Sally trom Am- 
fterdam, and vilited Utrecht, twen- 
ty ſeven Miles off ; we pait by 
Overkirk, a ſmall Village, which 
erves Title to a Lord,a Favourite, 
and poſleſs'd of the Revenues 
hercof, We went through 0p- 
cow, another {mall Village, four 
Miles further ; ncar which Place 


are the Ruincs of an old Caſtle.

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Then we came to Liona, a great 
Town, ſeven Milcs off : Thence 
to New Sluice, where we din'd 
upon roaſted Ecls, which is verv 
good Victuals, and well dreſs'd 
here, and 1s always ready at ſec 
times for Travellers. A Mile and 
half further is Brutil, a ſmall Vil- 


lage, where young De Rutter has 


a Houſe. Wepalit Maerſem and 
Soulandt, two fmall Places; and 
about three in the Afternoon 
we arriy'd at Utrecht, a great, PO- 
pulous, but weak City, Capital 
of the Province of that Narac, 
one of the Seven United, forizer- 
ly and Archbiſhopr:ck, 1n che 
Circle of Weſtphalia, and Imperi- 
al, but now ſubject to the Srates : 
It is ſeated on a Branch of the 
Rhine, in a very conyenent and 
frutttul Place. 


We 
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We walk'd about the Walls, 
which are pretty high, and of 
Brick, but weak, and out of re- 
pair, ſurrounded with- a deep, 
and broad Ditch; we paſt one 
of the Gates, and were ferried 
over to ſee the Pall-Mall, which is 
kept very neatly, ſhaded with ſe- 
veral Rows of Trecs on each fide, 


preſerv'd by the preſent French 


King's 2mmediates Command, 
who was there with his Army Am. 
1673, when he took this City 
without any Reſiſtance. Here 1s 
an Univerſity { ercted by the 
Starter, Anno 1636,) but not ſo 
full as that at Leyden ; tho this, 
in our Opinion, 1s a 'pleaſancer 
Place, having better Air, and a 
finer Country avout it, for we 
almo# phanſied our {elves in En- 


gland, this being like ſome of our 
old Cities : Here many Of the

Nobility 
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Nobility and Gentry live, be- 
cauſe of the pleaſantneſs of the 
Place, being as it were a Retirc- 


ment from the noiſe and hurry 


of Buſineſs and Buſtle, conſtant 
1n great, trading,populous Places. 
The better ſort of Pcople here 
affect the French Mode, and, in 
ſome meaſure, their way of 11- 
ying': whereas the Dutch, in moſt 
other Parts, arc fixt to. their Fa- 
ſhion, as the Spaniards, never 
changing it. 

We had the Curiofity to turn 
over the Manuſcripts lately 


found out, and now depolited. in 


the Clerks Houſe, (adjoyning, to

and other curious Books fairiy 


written, flouriſh'd, and adorn'd 
with Golden Letters, we faw 


five Unicorn's Horns, ( as they

two ſmall and lender, like thoſe 
we have elſewhere ſcen (ſaid to 
be ſfach too.) Here are two ſmall 
braſen Images, ſupposd to be 
Heathen Gods, and by them wor- 
ſhipp'd. 

On Szrday ( in moſt decent 
manner) we went tothe Engliſh 


Church ; which is a good old 


Picce of Building ; "the Chancel 
1s let for meek Shop, ſo little 
do they value what was once 
conſecrated ( becauſe after the 
Popiſh manner) to God ; the 
Congregation was ſmall, berween 
one and two hundred, zealous 
Parſon and People , no Engliſh 
Liturgy read here, all Prechjteri- 
ans ; we view'd the Dutch Ca- 
thedral Church, 1 It was once fo, 
tho' not now ; 'tis very capaci- 
ous, built Abby manner, and atf- 

ecr 
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ter the old Faſhion, half of it fell 
in ſome years {ince,is not repair'd, 
becauſe the People are poor ; 
here 1s a very lofty old Steeple, 
which we aſcended, and whence 
we took a view of this good, 
great, old City, and of ſeveral 
Churches and old Buildings, for- 
merly Monaſteries and Nunne- 
ries. In the chicf is Van Ghent's 
Monument, not ſo ſplendid as: 
elſewhere; he was De Rutter's 
Vice-Admiral, and flain by the 
Engliſh in the Naval Engage- 
ment Anno 1672; he was of a 
noble Family of the Province of 
Guelderland ( which 1s contigu- 
ous to this, ) and Colonel of a 
Marine Regiment, train'd up to 
the Sea Service, and ready at all 
times for that, as alſo the Land

The Streets are broad and 
clean, and the Sradthouſe a ſmall 
neat old Building, with a fair 
Piazza, or Market-Place.

the Sige which the Spanzards laid 
to 1t, 47710 1573, under the Duke

{ted ; and ( in our Opinion) the 
very beſt was far ſhort of our 
Chedder, or Cheſhire ; we had al-

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fo Parmeſan-Cheeſe about four- 
teen Pence Engliſh Money per 
Pound, which indced 1s firm and 
well taſted, but not fo mellow 
and dclicious as ours, ( at leaſt 
in our Thoughts, nor are we 
al. ) 
Wevicw'd their great Church, | 
a7 1s of curious Architecture, | 
and one of the fincſt in theſe |. 
Provinces ; "tis neatly Wainſcot- | 
ted, and well kept; has a very || 
fine, large, well-painted Organ, || 
which plaics every Day trom elce- |, 
ven till twelve, and makes excel- | 


lent Muſick. And we ſaw their 
Stadthouſe, which is a neat old 
plain Building, and ſtands in a 


fine, broad, cleanly, and well- 
pav'd Street. Ther Fiſh-Market 1

is well ſtor'd with great plenty 
of Perch, Carp, Feels, Popes, 
Blcaks very large , and Jacks, 

( but 
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( but a few) all alive, and very 
cheap. 

So having ſeen all that was 
Rare and Cur1us, we mount<d, 
and returnd to Amſterdam,where 
we ſpent two or three Days in 
hniſhing our Obſervations, and 
in buying fome Toies, and fine 
Things ( of which they have 
"x6. the ) to preſent our 
Friends at our Return, we lefc 
this renown'd City, and paſs'd 
through Haerlem and the Hague 
once more, and fo to Rotterdam, 
where we ſtaid two or three Dav's 
more; and thence went by Wa- 
ter to Dort, a beautiful, ſtrong 
and rich City in this Province, 
tam'd for the Synod held here 
about Religious Matters, Ar70 
1618. to determine the Contro- 


verlies between thc Gomari/ts or 
F C ontra- 
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Contra-Remonſtrants, *and the Re- 
monſirants or Arminians , about 
Predeſlination, which then made 
2 mighty Noife in the World. 
It Rand: on an Iſland, at the 
Mouth of the River Maeſe, and 
between three others, viz. Merwe, 
Rhine, and Linghe, ten Miles 
South-Eaſt of Fomerdane 3 - 1s the 
firſt thar Votcs 1 11 the States of 
Holland ; "as weil built, and ve- 
ry neat; had once the ſole Right 
of "ys , but now other 
Places in thoſe Provinces have 
gt the hike Privilege ; the Sea 
frequently breaks 1n upon 1t, 
but more formers, and drown d 
above tn thoutand Pertons, and 
121d * welve Villag cs Under Wa-

The 
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Tie Farls of Holland in anci- 
ent Times kert their Courts 
therc; it was alſo tormerty the 
Staple Town for Merchandiles 
Exported. but has now only the 
Staple of Racnth Wines, with 
which they drive. a great Trade, 
and brew abominably, nuxing 
French White Wine, and other 
cheap, and ordinary, thin, lean, 
and hungry Wines with that 
noble Juice, that it has in 2 man- 
ner loft the very natural taite, 
and 1s indced poor infipl tuft; 
however, we mct with good 
old Hock here, becauſe we were 
willing to pay the highcit Price. 
Formerly the Engliſh bought 
abundance of this forry Wine, 
but they are grown wiſer, they 
now buy bur I:ttle ; the Engliſh 
Ladies for thz molt part now 

P 2 drink- 
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drinking Red Wines, where- 


as formerly they fanſied that 
brew'd Dort Rhentſh Wine moſt; 
however, there 1s yet a pretty 
gocd Trade with England for 
thoſe Wines, which the Wine- 
Coopers put into rich Canary, 
which makes 1t pleaſanter, and 
to them the cheaper, ſo they get 
the more Money by brew- 

Ing it.

what has been troubleſome to 
us many Years, ( our Maiden-

and his Hands and Arms which 
did fo, as alſo did all the reſt 
of the Man, Is very Head and 
all falling through the Rope ; 
which in leſs than a Minute was 
all put together again without 
a touch, and he appear d on the 
Stage, and ſpoke to us all; nor 
could any Body diſcover how 
this Thing was done , which 
was the Rarity. "The Comedy 
was call d, Criſpin the Phyſician, 
( which we always reckon'd ra-

Prices arc accordingly , for we 
have ſeen a top Doctor take 
from an eminent Merchant a 
Ha!lf-Crown Fee, ) with a filly 
Farce, of Hatred and Envy, which 
plcasd them better than the 
Play, (becauſe they knew no bct- 
tcr.) The Pit is about two Slul- 
lings Engliſh Money ; the Gal- 
kery {ixteen Pence; behind the 
Pit Six-pence ; but there the 
Mob will ſtand, breaking in by 
force ſometimes. 

The Players arc kept poor by 
the States, to whom they (and 
all the Rope-Dancers, Puppet- 
Players, Lotteries, and all other 
Shows and Games whatever ) 
pay, ( towards the Maintenance 
of indigent old Pcople ) a great 
part of their Profit ; ſome ſaid, 
| theſe 
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theſe do pay Two thouſand 
Pound per Annum , then no won- 
der they are fo indifferenly clo- 
thed themſelves. 

We were carried to their na- 
ſty common Bawdy-Houſe,call'd 
the Long-Cellar, (we bid 'em 
put Sodom to 1t) preſently ap- 
pear'd half a Dozen of plump 
Punks, ready to be employ'd, 
deſirous to go into a Box by 
themſelves ; but we did not like 
this Kitchen-ſtuff , ſo we call'd 
for a Pint of White Wine, and 
gave it them, ( not drinking a 
Drop our ſelyes ; for the Wine, 
and other Liquors in thoſe fil- 
thy Houſes, 1s always ( like their 
Women ) good for nothing. 
We had a little L1quoriſh Chat ; 
they knew us to be Engliſh, and 
{uid they likd our — 

c 
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beſt of any in the World ; but 
we paid ſix Stivers for our Wine, 
and ſo took our Leaves of theſe 
Ladics. 

We were mnmeditely con- 
ducted by a Friend to a Houſe 
of Pleaſure, ſomething like; the 
Sign 1s, the Hoff wan Holland, or 
the Court of Holland, and there 
were, in a Front-Room below | 
ſtairs, a Knot of a dozen Wo- | 
men, to be hird, but all em- |. 
ployd, ſome working , ſome | 
playing at Cards, &c. We | 
calld for ſome Ale, which be- 
ing brought in Bottles, was ſome. | 
thing like (tho' not ſo good as) |, 
our Cock-Ale; we paid fix Sti- | 
zers, {which 1s about a Pen- |, 
ny more than an Fngliſh Six- |: 
pence, ) and treated the Ladies, 
who were handſomer, and bet- |. 

Ter 
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cer dreſsd- than Cother ; how- 
ever we had nothing more to 
ſay to 'em, than a little merry 
Tattle, ſo we paid, and mov'd 
off: Theſe Women attend the 
Service of the Publick, and, when 
agrced with, will go where you 
pleaſe, and do with you what you 
pleaſe. Theſe Things are con- 
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ny 'd at by the Magiſtrates, who 


fav, 'tis unavoidably neceſſary, 


| to prevent worſe Things, Viola- 


tions, Rapes, &c. they abound- 
ing with Strangers, Travellers, 
and Mariners, long abſent from 
Womcn. They have many of 
theſe Houſes (as we were in- 
form'd ) between forty and fif- 
ty, they generally go under the 
Name and thadow of Mzſick- 
Houſes, but we were content 
with fceing but two, taking 

their 
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their Words for the reſt ; nor 
did we hear any Muſick there. 
This State makes an Adyantage 
of theſe light Ladies, for each 
for her Admiſſhon muſt pay 
three Pence; by laying out 
of which ſhe hopes to get 
more. 

In Summer the principal Di- 
verſion here 1s, to keep ( as 
ſome) or to hire ( as moſt do ) 
2 Chaiſe, and take- their M1- 
ſtreſſes ( often ) or Wives (ſome- 
times) abroad into the Coun- 
try, and give them the Air, and 
a handſome Treat, returning 
home for the moſt part in the 
Evening. We have ſeen three 
or fourſcore of theſe Chaiſes, or 
ſmall Chariots abroad at one 
time, and together, tho almoſt 
all of different Company. 


In 
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In Winter the Ladies or bet- 
ter fort of Women are, when 
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the Froſt is hard, and the Streets - 


{lippery with hardned Snow, 
(which 1s often) taken abroad 
by their Gallants (often) or 
Husbands, ( ſeldom except when 
firſk married) in Poliſh Sleads 
or Sledges, richly Guilt and Car- 
ved, cover'd with Embroidery 
of Gold, or Silycr, or rich Silk, 
or Tapcitry, drawn by a fine 
Horſe , richly Harneſs'd, with 
which they are very ſwiftly dri- 
ven from Strect to Street, from 
one Burgal to another, for about 
two Hours, and then broughc 
home ; whence afcer a little 
Reſt, and a diſh of Tea, they 
arc attended to the Play-Houſe; 
and fo home, and to 'Teca ( not 
cold) again, and then to Cards, 

which 
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which they uſe much, and hold 
long, both before and after Sup-| 
per, which they rarely fail of| 
loving their Bcllies as well as 
any People in the World, tho' 
they would be thought todo the 
contrary. 

The ordinary ſort of Pcople 
divert themſelves but little in 
the Summer. except in Walking, 
( chiefly out of the City in Sr- 
day's Afternoon, ) and in Win- 
ter in Skating, which they do 
very much, and pronuſcuouſly, 
Boys and Girls, young Men and 
Maidens, and ſome tew of the 
better Sort are ſometimes ſeen 
on the Ice at that Sport. 

The Merchandiſe in this Ci- 
ty, even the heavieſt, wiz. huge 
Fats of Rheniſh Wine, 1s drawn 


on Sledges, very low, and con- 
hiſting 
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fiſting of two Picces of Wood 
in length about ten ot twelve 
Fect, held together by two 
Pieces acroſs, and cover'd with 
Iron at trop; and on this they lay 
2| the Goods, having no great hea- 
vy lumbring Carrs, hike ours ; 
the Brewers alſo carry their 
Drink abroad thus ; all having 
a little Tub of Water upon the 
Sledge, which they often ſpill 
on the Ground, to make it go 
the glbber : The Drivers of 
theſe, as alſo of their travelling 
Waggons , are {like our Car: 
men and Coach-men' ) often rude, 
and affront Folks,; but then up- 
on Complaint to the Burgo- 
Maſters , they ſhall be puniſh'd 


by Suſpenſion, or otherwiſe, ye- 


ry ſ{cycrcly. 


They 
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They have no Coaches like 
our Hackneys, that ply in the 
Streets, but you may hire a 
Sledge, which is the Body of a 
Coach upon a Sledge without 
Wheels, and drawn by a Horſe, 
the Coach is a handſom one, 
and the Horſe a good one, and | 
the Fellow in very good Ha- | 
bit; and thus the better Sort 
are carried to Church, and to 
the Play-Houſe, and to Vihtts; 
the Price reaſonable : But then 
at the Hague, Amflerdam, and 
other Places, you may hire 
( as we did often ) a handſome 
Coach on Wheels, and a Pair 
of good Horſes, to carry you a- 
ny wet out of Town.

This Town has a good ſhare 
in the Fajt-India Company's 
Stock, and have a Chamber here, 
and Salcs of Goods thac come 
trom thence 3 the Mc:chants

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coming from other Provinces to 
buy them. Here were former- 
ly ſome conliderable Engliſh 
Merchants, but now none, there 
being but little Trade between 
them and us: There is an En- 

gliſh Church, about an hundred 

TG all Presbyterians, and 
Dutch, from Engliſh and vcoich 
Parents. 

Here 1s an Exchange, and but 
an indifferent one, and thin of 
Merchants. The Churches-here 
are large, and handſomly. builr, 
the Houſes alſo, but not fo new 
and modiſh as at: Amſterdam; the 
Place 1s moderately populous, 
Markets well ftor d with Fiſh, 
and Fleſh, both reaſonable : The 
People, both at Land and Sca, 
are not at all like the Hollanders, 
who arc fat, ſwinging, ſwag- 


Q 3 bellicd 
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bellied Fellows, but theſe ſmall, 
neat, tight, ſmart Lads, and the 
beſt Sea-men for Fighting and 
Privateering of all the Seven Pro- 
winces; they arc indeed true 
bred Sea-Rats; the Hollanders 
ſail morc in the Merchant Ser- 
vice, theſe in the States, and in 
Capers. 

Here 1s a good handſome 
Stadthouſe , an old Piece; the 
People here are more reſery d, 
or rather more melancholick 
than in other Provinces; and the 
Magiſtrates are very feyere in 
puniſhing lew'd Women, and 
Men, eſpecially the firſt, which 
makes them very cloſe and pri- 
vate 1n their Amorous Afairs : 
They arc more looſe, and greater 
Libertines in the Places whence 
we came, and drink more to 

excels, 
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excels, as well as dally with Wo- 
men. 

We hir'd a Yacht and went 
on board ſome of their Eaft- 
India Ships, a League below the 
Town, where we were very cl- 
villy recciv'd and entertaind, 
( tho' Strangers) for all the Dutch 
are not ſuch very Boors as re- 
ported ; but they are a ſlow, 
heavy People ( in Underſtand- 
ing, but not in Induſtry) and

der'd at, but nuldly and gently 
handled; we won upon 'em 
wonderfully, giving them obli- 
ging Words, and uſing civil 
Actions, we melted them into 
Complaifance ( which 1s not ve- 
ry natural to them) and by ſome

was ( 1n vain) attempted by the 
Dukes of -A/va and Palma, but 
now thought almoſt impregna- 
ble : This poor Province has been 
mightily expos'd to Inundati- 
ons, and been almoſt ruind by 
thoſe prodigious ones, Ar. 1304,

Here is a good Stadthouſe, and 
and a good Church or two ; the 
Houſes arc older, and nothing 
near ſo Magmfcent as- in the 
Cother two.Towns ; nor 1s their 
Commeree to be compar 'd, tho' 
they have a Snack in the Eaſft- 
India Company's Stock, and have 
ſome other... ſmall Trade, and 
ſome Fiſhermen.

with Eringo, or Seca Holy-Root 
canded, (and the beſt done in 
England, ) at four Shillings the 
Pound, and filld ' our Bellies 
with large, fat, white, firm Oy- 
ſters, and bought ſome to bring 
home ; and next Day in the E- 
vening, being the 1 9th of Novem- 
ber 1695, arriv d ſafe and ſound 
in London, whence we had been 
abſent three Months and five
